The Yellowstone Park H atier. 
W a s h in g t o n , January 5th.—On the 1st of 
September last acting Secretary of the In­ 
terior Joslyu agreed to leaee to Carroll T. 
Uobart and Henry F. Douglass, of Dakota 
Territory. 4.44U acres within the Yellowstone 
National Park, for hotel purposes. Hobart 
and Douglass associated with them Rufus 
Hatch, and a lease was drawu ready for sig 
nature. On December 7:h the Senate, at the 
initance of Vost, instructed the Secretary of 
the Interior to furnish the Senate with copies 
ot the agreement and propoeed lease. The 
matter was referred to the Committee on 
Territories to investigate, and the committee 
inclined to the conclusion that the Interior 
Department transcended its authority in 
making the agreement, and agreed to report 
a bill clearly defining the duty of the depart­ 
ment, and also extending the area cf the park 
to the esst to a line north and south through 
Cedar mountain, and southward to the 44th 
north parallel of north latitude—an addition 
of about 3,344 tquare miles to the park, the 
whole area of wnich would be 6,644 'square 
miles. The bill provides that ¿11 territories 
within the limits of the park shall be with­ 
drawn from settlement, occupancy or sale, 
and set apart as a public park or pleasure 
ground for the people of the United States. 
Present trespassers will be removed and 
further trespass prevented. Troops will be 
used if necessary. Fish can only be taken 
by hook and line, and the killing of game is 
prohibited. The Secretary of the Interior 
may grant leases, for terms not exceeding ten 
years, of small parcels of ground, but 
no more ground shall he leased than is neces­ 
sary for hotels or storehouses for the accom­ 
modation of visitors and the necessary out­ 
houses, and for gardening or growing land in 
connection with the hotels ; but no exclusive 
privilege or monopoly of any kind will fce 
granted which shsll in any manner interfere 
with the free and umeitricted access of the 
public to all portions of the park. The ex­ 
tension of the limits of the park recom­ 
mended by the committes is upon the sugges­ 
tion of 'General Sheridan, who has, as the 
commander of the military department em­ 
bracing the nark, made a careful study of the 
country, and was convinced that tne reserve 
section should include the proposed extension 
on account of geographical and other physi­ 
cal conditions. 
Gebhardt in Chicago. 
C h icago, January 5th.—The Journal 
eajs: The name of F. Gebhardt appe.red in 
large, scrawly characters to-day on the regis­ 
ter of the Grand Pacific Hotel. It was fol­ 
lowed by the words l’ and servant,’1 and un­ 
derneath it was the signature, in the same 
hand, of F. A. Maura, all from New York. 
It was hardly to have been expected that he 
would have had the nerve, but he has taken 
rooms on the floor above that in which the 
pursued divinity dwells, and it is expected 
that before Sunday hi3 equipage will be 
along and ready for active rervice on the 
boulevard. The announcement of the ad­ 
vent of the young roan caused a slight flurry 
of curiosity around the rotunda of the hotel, 
and the clerks were subjected to the usual in­ 
quiries, but could only say that he appeared 
a gentlemanly-iooking fellow. He was as­ 
signed three apartments on the 100 floor, and 
there he went, declining to have any break­ 
fast.

In this game, which will be called 
the continnous balk-line game, a balk-line 
nine inches from the rail will extend all 
around the table, and no rail-play will be 
allowed. 
Sexton, Slosson, Schaeffer and 
Daly will compete, and other prominent 
players are expected to enter. Jake Schaef­ 
fer claims that be can run 100, and average 
12 in the new game, and the other players 
report much the same. Prominent profes­ 
sionals say that it will be a much faster game 
than cushion caroms, and as most of it will 
be ooen table-play brilliant shots will be the 
result.

A Novelty In New Orleans. 
N ew O rle a n s , January 5th.—Yesterday 
was buried the colored servant of Rev. Hugh 
Miller Thompson, recently elected Episcopal 
Assistant B ishop of Mississippi, from the 
rectory of Trinity Church. The bier was 
placed in the large dinirg hall of the rectory, 
around which lighted candles were placel, as 
is the custom in a Roman Catholic burial, 
the negro boy having been {baptized a Cath­ 
olic, and was an attendant at St. Alphonsns 
Church. Four white boys acted aa pall­ 
bearers. One was Rev. Dr. Thompson’s, 
wh“, with the rector’s family, accompanied 
the body to St. Alphonsus Church and to the 
cemetery. These thing* a few years ago 
would have given society a tremendous shock. 
Destruction by Fire. 
C oh o es, January 5 th.—The rolling mills of 
Morrison, Colwell & Page are bnrned. The 
Pilot mills of P. Gelgen, and the tubing 
works of A. G. Curtis & Co. were bnrned 
sIbo. There were high winds. The fire orig­ 
inated in a wheel-pit of the rolling mill. 
Work waa suspended last Friday for repairs, 
and was to be resumed this morning. During 
the severe cold of iast night the wheel was 
frcz-n in the pit, and the engineer begao 
thawing it out by the u-ual process, when, by 
some accident, the oil caught tire and the 
flames spread wi*h wonderful rapidity. The 
firemen did splendid work, and successfully 
diverted the fire from the central portion of 
the city, which includes the great knitting 
manufactories A more rapid fire never was 
seen._ Inside of on;-hour from the time when 
the oil took fire in tie wheel-uit the entire 
works hid brer, consumed, and nothing wae 
left but the furnaces and their chimneys. 
The total less on the rolling mill stock is esti 
mated at §500 0 00; insurance, about §75 000. 
The Aimes were driv-n to 'he Pilot mills. 
Tee sight then was erand. The fire ran riot 
through the oily aud com bra ¡ble material, 
and communicated from one story to another 
with great rapidity. Within five minutes 
this immense brick structure was totally en­ 


veloped in flames. The firemen were utterly 
helpless to stay their progress Soon the gas­ 
oline explode!, rending and leveling the walls. 
Tte loss on the Pilot mills was 8100.000 ; in­ 
surance, $75,000. Sowers & O’Brien’s mill 
occupied a portion of the Pilot mills. The 
buddings are involved in general rain. Loss, 
§300,000; partially insured. 
C ohoes, January 5ih.—Morrison, Colwell 
& Page’s rolling mills, in which the lire origi­ 
nated, cost, it is claimed, $600.000. Loss on 
buildings and machinery, $250,000. The in­ 
surance is extensive and well distributed. 
The workmen of the rolling mills had no 
time to draw their firee, aod the iron in them 
will chill aud compel the tearing cut of part 
of the furnaces to put them in a workicg con­ 
dition. Tte ball manufactory of Mason & 
Sous wag damsged slightly by fire in tho af­ 
ternoon. 
P etersburg (Y a ). January 5‘h. — The 
large freight depot building of the Norlhfolk 
and Western road at Z-mi station, has been 
burned. It was an incendiary fire. 
Sou th B en d (Ind ), January 5th.—A fiie 
list night destroyed several factories. Lies, 
$80,000; insurance, §20,000. 
N ew bebg (N. Y ), Januarv 5th. — The 
buildings of Ward, Stanton Sc Co., boat- 
builders, were damaged by fire to the amount 
of §60 000 this morning ; insurance, §45 000

W a sh in g to n, January 5;h.—Van Wyke, 
in presenting a petition for peLsioniog legless 
and armle-s soldiers, said the Pension Com­ 
mittee would propably report Tuesday or 
soon after.

Ingalls presented a petition for the ad­ 
mission of Dakota, remarking that the op­ 
position thereto was wholly malignant and 
par'isan.

House of Representatives. 
W a sh in gto n, January 5 h .—Randall said 
he was unavoidably absent from the House 
yesterday, but had he been present he would 
have voted for the passage of the civil 
service bill. 
Singleton of Illinois did not hear his name 
called. He would have voted against the 
bill.The House then, in Committee of tbe 
Whole, took up the District of Columbia ap­ 
propriation bill. It appropriates §3,443,847, 
being .§81,642 less than the estimate. The 
bill, substantially, is at present a law. 
Ia discussing the appropriation for lighting 
the District, Klotz charged that the Washing­ 
ton Gas Company controlled Congress, and 
that the company has a man in its employ 
in tbe House, who kept them informed of 
measures introduced affecting gas interests. 
Hiscock suggested a resolution of inquiry. 
After some discussion, the amendment of 
Klolz making an appropriation of §22 per 
lamp was adopted. 
An amendment was also adopted leaving 
it in the discretion of the District Commis­ 
sioner to snbstitute other illuminating ma­ 
terial for gas in lighting the District. 
The bill then paai el. 
Ford of Missouri characterized as unquali­ 
fiedly false a dispatch to the St. Lons Globe- 
Democrat describing him as a crank, and 
charging him with obstructing the business 
of the House.

MICHIGAN. 
D etro it, January 5:b.—The Democrats 
and Greenbackers in caucus have decided to 
set together on all questions of party policy, 
which will, of course, affect the Senatorial 
succession. 
Heavy D efalcation of Ibe Slate Treasurer 
of Tennessee. 
N a sh v ille, January 5tb.—The Legislative 
Committee find the State Treasurer’s ac­ 
counts §400,000 shirt, and recommend his 
suspension from office for the present. The 
State Treasurer’s official bond is for $100,000. 
His boDdsmen are Wrn. and A. R. Duncan, 
of Newell, Duncan & Co , brokers ; Max. 
Sax, cashier of the Nashville Savings Bauk ; 
Wra. Morrow, f irmer Stats Treasurer; Will 
Polk and J. E. R. Carpenter—all of Nash­ 
ville; J. K. Polk, F. I. D. Allison and R 
P. Cole, of West Tennessee ; A. S. Hsrsley, 
of Columbia. 
At the last extra session of the Legislature 
a bill was introduced to increase the bond of 
the State Treasurer ; but the bill was stolen 
from the desk of the Clerk of the Senate the 
night before it was to come up for final pas­ 
sage, on the day before the-time fixed for the 
final sdj mrnment of the Lagi-lature. 
The amount of the deficit in tbe Treasury 
cannot be accurately ascertained until a thor­ 
ough investigation is made, Oue of the 
bondsmeD, who has been examining the ac­ 
counts, says the books show thus far a deficit 
of $380,000. Tbe asms bondsman says the 
Treasurer's books and his account at one of 
the banks show a discrepancy of over §30,­ 
000. Just before Christmas it is said he drew 
out ef the Bank of Pulaski §5.000. The 
State funds were distributed in various banks 
at Nashville, Knoxville and Memphis. The 
missing funds are supposed to have been lost 
in speculation, or loaned to personal friends 
engaged in speculations in bonds and stocks. 
Treasurer Polk left Nashvilie on Wednes­ 
day last. He was heard of at Milan, Tenn., 
from which point he wrote back that he 
would return on Sunday. His family here 
do not know of his whereabouts. He is 51 
years old, a graduate of West Point, and 
served four years on the frontier. He wss 
Captain of artillery in the Confederad 
army, in Cheatham’s divisior, and lost a leg 
at the battle of Shilob. He afterwards s-rved 
on the staff of General Leonidae Polk, to 
whom he is related. After tbe war he re­ 
sided on a form near Bolivar, Tenn., until 
elected Treasurer six years ago. Ue wae a 
nephew of the late President Polk, has a large 
family, and occupied a high social position in 
this city and State. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
N a sh v ille, January 5th.—Governor Haw­ 
kins, in reply to an inqoiry if steps will be 
taken for Polk’s apprehension, said no appli­ 
cation had been made for his apprehension, 
and therefore his action depended on the 
charactor of the application when made. 
The books in the Treasurer’s office are in good 
condition. The only question is the amount 
of the deficit, which can be ascertained in to 
morrow's investigation in a comparatively 
short time. 
Proposed lease or Indian la n d s. 
W ash in g to n, January 5th. —A party of 
Chicago capitalists have been negotiating 
with the Cheyennes and Arraphoe tribes of 
Indians for a lease of 2,400,000 acres of laud 
for grazing purposes in the southern part of 
Indian Territory. The lands, being unavail­ 
able for agricultural purposes, have been 
lying idle. A couocil cf these Indians have 
cotisideráS the proposition favorably, and 
have Lid the matter before the Secretary of 
the Interior. They aek that a fifteen year 
lease be given to the company, and that the 
annual rental (about $50,000) be applied to 
the purchase of slock for the Indians, and to 
supplement their present relations. It is 
believed that the Interior Department will 
consider tbe proposition favorably. 
The W eather East of the R ockies. 
C hicago , January 5th.—The weather is 
cold and threatening more enow. Reports 
from all parts of northern Illinois and Iowa 
indicate a snowfall last night of abont six or 
eight inches. Trains are considerably de­ 
layed—none abandoned yet. In the far north 
the thermometer is very low, but the weather 
is moderaticg. 
N ew Y ork January 5:h.—Tbe snow is 
about three inches deep, and the storm con­ 


tinues. In the northern part of tbe State the 
thermometer is eight or ten degrees below 
zero ; at Quebec it is nineteen degreee below.

A n applicant m aking a filing or entry 
of a tsact subsequent to the date of the rail­ 
road grant Í3 not required to give notice of 
his action to the company, but his filings or 
entry will be placed on record, su't ject to fu­ 
ture compliance with tne law.

Death of General Chanzy. 
P aris, January 5th.—General Chanzy, the 
well-known French General and life Senator, 
died suddenly last night. 
[Antoire Eugene Alfred Chatizv was bom at Nou- 
art, in the Ardennfs, March 13, 1323. He w s ad­ 
mitted to the Military School in 1841, and left as a 
sub Lieutenant. He served in Algeria and Syria, 
becoming a Colonel in 1861. On November 14, lgcs, 
he became General < f a brigade. At the outbreak 
of the Franco-German war he was nominated Gen­ 
eral of the Division October 21, 1870, and became 
Commander-in Chief of the Secoud Army of the 
Loire on the fth of December. The details of his 
careei there he published in 1871, ia “ La Deuxiemc 
Anr.ee de la Loire.” September 1, 1872, he was ap­ 
pointed Commander-in Chief of the Seventh Army 
Corps at Tours, and on June 11, 1873, he became 
Governor-General of Algeria. He was made a 
Grand Oificer of the Legion of Honor, and after­ 
ward elected Senator for life by 345 votes, on De­ 
cember 10, 1875. In 1873 he received the Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honor.]

Over Two Thonsand W reaths. 
P a r is, January 5 b.—The number of 
wreaths sent to be placed on Gambetta’s cof­ 
fin exceeds 2,000.

“ K ocrid Lenz, born in 1513, died ftbont 
1590, pupil of Christopher Ambergur, dis­ 
tinguished for the warm goll tons of h:s 
color, pa'nted history and legenda and tr.ytfc- 
ol gical subjects on sonsll wooden tablets. 
H is pictures are very rare.” 
About thus it stand* printed in the ~»*r- 
logue of a gatlery that for the moment I 
cannot name. 
This remarkable man used to say, “ Puin'- 
ing would be the most beantiful art, if only 
pictures did not nerd to be fin is h e d fo r 
he painted with pleasure, s n i well. 
But 
he would only paint when he had a mind 
to, which oftsn happened ooce a week, and 
oftencr not at all. I t was quite impossible 
for him to keep the appointed time for an 
ordered picture. If h? had promised to de­ 
liver a pieture hy Christmas this yea”, lo 
began by Whitsuntide of the next year to 
prepare his table1. He did not grieve over 
this peculiarity, by any insane—a peculiar­ 
ity evidently connected with the freakish 
nature of the planet under which he was 
born. 
“ I have learned to paint,” he said, 
“ let others learn to wait.” 
The etsy-going artist counted his twenty- 
fourth year, when he received an important 
order. 
He was to represent on fourteen 
3mall tablets the Fourteen Helpers in Dis­ 
traes, with explanatory scenes from their 
history in the background. The principal 
condition wap, boweve-, that the whole ehould 
infallibly be finished within the y ear; that 
is to say, by St. ¡Leonard's Day, 1538, when 
be was to receive the high recompense of one 
hundred gold florin*. 
The customer, Count Hans von Ilalter- 
b.rg, hod formerly, on a voyage from Geneva 
to Napier, fallen into the hands of Tunisian 
pirates. During his captivity he suppli 
cated the Fourteen Helpers, and vowed to 
each of them a handsome picture iu his castle 
chapel by St. Leonard's Day, 1538, if he 
should be released from prison within two 
months. He did in fact regain his freedom 
soon after, and tarried not, on his return 
home to Germany, to order the pictures 
forthwith, ar d to sharpen the painter’s con- 
sci-nce to s'rictly keep the time of his deliv­ 
ery, that he might keep his own word to the 
saints. 
Konrad Lerz had rushed to the work with 
fiery ardor. The three women of the benev­ 
olent circle—Sr. Catherine, St. Margaret and 
St. B arbara- he painted in a storm of enthu­ 
siasm, tablet after tablet, within fourteen 
days, and with perfect success. Then he be­ 
gan on St. Pantaleor, St. Vitus and St. 
Eustathius. Already things went somewhat 
slower. He needed three weeks to the man, 
and painted here and there, now cn cn», cow 
on another. 
W ith St. B'se us matters progT s*el once 
more right swimmingly; but with Pope 
Gregory hs could not get on at all. 
Full two 
months he dragged along with the picture 
A t last he okucbed his teeth. 
“ It must be 
done !” they heard hitn exclaim from time to 
time in his work-room. H > seized his brush 
and palette with desperation, took a laBt 
start, and really in some dry; the skint stood 
completed. 
But the artiit had lecome nearly eick hy 
mere self-mastery. 
He had still tix pictures 
to finish. 
Six is indeed the smallest half of 
fourteen ; but it seemed to him now a gi­ 
gantic r.urube-, of which he could not tl ink 
without danger of a brain fever. Therefore 
be carried the finished pictuies to thr lumbcr- 
room, and he tix empty tablets with them, 
so that on no nccouut should he sse them any 
more, and loafed idly ab ;ut for week», as it 
there were uo such thing as XlelperB in Di - 
tress. 
The kuighf, who some'.inret rode over to 
t.he town from Lis cas'le in order to watch 
over illi progress of the pictures, discovered 
v i.h horror thij perfect standstill of the 
wcrk. 
When he entered ihe workshop Kon­ 
- id eat at the spinnet and played dance*; 
• is easel wbb standing empty, and on the 
marble plate whereon he ground his colors 
he dust lay so thick that one could write on 
it with the finger. 
“ When I make music I paint the best, in 
my mind. The colors will come in good 
tim e!” Ido cried the painter, laughing, anl 
was astonished that the old knight w-is as­ 
tonished and angry. He begged him to 
listen to some more jigs and trills, as this 
would certainly unwrinkle his brow. 
A t another time Konrad roved about the 
whole day in the wood, miles away f.-om 
town. He saw von Haltenberg, with his dog, 
some distance away among the fir trees. He 
c uld have walked off stealthily, but that did 
net at all occur to him, W ith entire frank­ 
ness he strode np to tbecld gentleman, greeted 
him, and eaid, “ You hunt deer; I bunt 
verses. They swarm like bees in my head, 
and want only to be caught. Since sunrise I 
have wandered from hedge to hedge, and 
made the finest verses. No better place than 
the wood for making verses !”

A wonderfully-beautiful 
summer morning laughed at the windows, 
and f oe sun shed golden light on the opposite 
roof, even if it did not ehioe into the work­ 
shop itself, which bad, of course, a northern 
light. The psinter, sometimos singing, some­ 
times whisiii 'g, put his best red color on the 
cloak of St. Erasmus. 
He rejoiced childishly 
over bis joyous, rapid progress. 
He was al­ 
most sorry that there were only fourteen and 
not twenty-eight Helpers in Distress. He 
would have liked to gat the whole twenty- 
eight ready for St. Leonard’s Day. 
In this glorious frame of mind he glanced 
for a mi.nnnt into the street. 
There stands a matron, accompanied by a 
young 
maiden—aristocratic people, as it 
seems. They speak and point eagerly. Evi­ 
dently they seek a street or a house, and 
doubt which way th»v ehould take. They 
were strangers, for Konrad did not know 
them ; and he knew all the women in the 


town. 
He laid down his palette, and looked 
and listened. Heavens! how beautiful the 
maiden w as; simply dressed, indeed, but 
how noble, how distinguished in every move­ 
ment. 
Now the painter hears qnite clearly that 
the women seek the way to St Katherine’s 
C mvent. The street is q uite empty; no man 
near or far who might give the information 
needed; so nothing remained to him, os a 
well-hied young man, hut to hasten out, : n 1 
to offer hiuiBelf politely as a guide. The 
la lies followed him. 
He told the elder lady all the mual things 
one say3 when conducting Btrangers, but soou 
did not reaily know what he did sav ; for be 
kept looking back over bis shoulder at the 
young lady, who modestly held herself a step 
in tho rear. Looked at nearby she was even 
m re haud*ome than at a distance, and the 
few words she occasionally modestly uttered 
8 uudedlike heavenly music. Freshi youth­ 
ful beau'.y, the seemed, on the other hand, by 
h-.t ways and manners, qoite of tfceo'd school. 
Ala», tne toi.vent Wai soon reached; the 
women thank’d the guide ; the door opened. 
Then the young girl threw to the painter, as 
a leave-takirg. a smiling look, so rogui-b, s > 
merry, so familiar. Was that also of the old 
sc tool? 
.. 
Konrad Lenz stood before the door as ;t 
awakened from a dream. As he now thrught 
of it. the eider lady had very _e< ndisceud- 
in.'-y thm kcd him ; and the indescribable 
le.ve-taking of the wondrously beautiful 
maiden ! He regarded himeeU from head to 
foot. Then only he discerned that he had 
run cut of his work»hop io s.ipp re, without 
ucap, and an npron tied around him stained 
wl'.ii an entiie rainbow of oil colors. 
Ee re- 
se nbltd much more a white washer than a 
painter. 
Slowly nod out cf sorts the poor fellow 
cr pt ¡1 ime. 
He inquired everywhere who 
the women were, but nobody kuew them. 
Could it be after ail that that beautiful young 
woman had been taken into a convent to be­ 
come a nun ? But no ! With such a look as 
she had given him one does not go forever 
in o a clouter. 
The image of the maiden gave the painter 
uo wtace. 
He saw her the whole day stand­ 
ing’ before him, and heard her sweet voice. 
H,,w c uld he, then, finish St. Erasmu*? If 
that masculine saint had only been a female 
he would have given to her the face of the 
incomparable maiden, and thus have printed 
his dieam out cf bis soul. 
But, unfortu­ 
nately, thore were among the Fourteen Hold­ 
er: i i Distress eleven men, aud only three 
w.imen, and these were, as the reader knows, 
aira’dy done. 
Konrad fetched the three pictures back 
again. 
How cold and dry these wcmen- 
pietures seemed to him ! Not even remotely 
resembling the unknown. But at least the 
first of them was called Katherine, and the 
maiden whose name he did not know had dis­ 
appeared into St. Katherine's Convent; sc, 
at any late, S*. Katherine should have her 
features. 
He scraped off the tablet and began anew 
to paint on it. But bis biusfc did not by far 
¡each the ideal of his ecu’. 
For five dajs he 
put color on color; the colors b; came more 
and more plastic and thick, but the Sc. K ath­ 
erine became also more and more unlike the 
unknown. 
He poured spirits a second tin e 
over the tablet, and tubbed it again with 
pumice-Btore. 
There were visible cnly the 
feet of her siintshir, and half of her torture- 
wheel, when H err von Haltenberg entered, 
to see what advance had meanwhile bten 
made. He saw St. Nicholas ready for var- 
nishioc, to be sure; hut, in exchange, St. 
Katherine again dissolved in spirits. 
Konrad coufesstd, wi h touching open­ 
heartedness, that he had fallen in love, aL<l 
that his unknown love had bren lest without 
trace, all wicbiu a quarter of an hour. New 
he cheered himself io h's distress by seeking 
at least to retain the lest one as a helper in 
distress. A stone must have felt pity for 
him. But the old man remained harder than 
a stone. Certainly he had never fallen in love 
in a quarter of an hour. Ho did not even 
continue scolding, but laughed in the painter’s 
face, and then stamped out of the door with­ 
out leave-taking. 
But after three days came the answer. Ti e 
warder of Haltenberg Castle appeared with 
the strict older cf his master to fetch the St, 
Nicholas, with or without varnish, together 
with all other finished pictures. Should, per­ 
chance St. Nicholas also be scraped otf, or 
St. Katherine not be painted agair, he was 
to sit by the painter and not stir from his 
side, until b ih were done ; for one mu»t 
guard the toe-lively artist from outside dis­ 
tractions. 
Konrad pretended to reprime the scraped 
tablet of St. Katherine, in order to correctly 
observe his unbidden guest. 
Then an idea 
suddenly flashed into his head. 
W’as it not 
more ra-.i nal to paint the genuine, palpable 
piece of nature, that eat there before him, 
than to hunt after the chimera of a woman’s 
image that his brush could never fasten? So 
said, so done. Almost without effort of his 
the weather-beaten features of the old w.rder 
were snaped on the diepoiled tablet. When 
once the outlines stood out, he mixed an en­ 
tirely new tablet with furious zeal, and began 
painting in his colon without waiting to 
prime. 
He directed the wardtr to sit still, 
and the latter did it with comical constraint, 
for he believed that also belonged to his er­ 
rand. 
But not a word was to be got out - f 
him. 
H ’s master had strorgly eij.-ined on 
him not to disturb the painter by conversa 
ticD. 
Konrad brought his new model on the tab­ 
let with the higbeBt fidelity to nature, only he 
e!o gated his ears a little donkey-wise, left 
him a pair of little horns petq iag from among 
the woolly huir, transformed the light leather 
Lose into goat’s feet and s e . on him a little love 
a tail. By the time me vesper bell rat g he 
had finished a breakfasting satyr, and was 
happy in the consciousness of having again 
at last rapidly finish'd a picture. 
He was not at all alarmed when, as be laid 
aside tbe bru-b, the knight tapped him on 
the shoulder. 
Uis loud joy at his brilliant 
success had prevented Lis nearing the knight's 
coming, 
“ Y-.-u appear at just the right moment,” 
cried Le, end shower liim the new picture, 
and assured him it w .s one of the best he bad 
ever painted. Now wonld the knight admit 
that be could quickly plan and carry out when 
it came to the pinch. 
But tbe old man had no appreciation for 
this masterpiece. He thundered and stoi me I, 
and called tbe painter a fool, wbo bad again 
lost a d-y and bcd pain'ed a hobgoblin in­ 
stead of boly St. Katherine. 
Lm z laughed till the tears stood in his 
mild blue eyes, and lcoked in the knight’s 
face and larrgbtd so heartily that the latter 
w-s compelled to laugh with him, though he 
Lit his teeth close together. This redoubled 
the hiiariensnessof the artist, until the warder 
wa- in ecled by it, aud burst into a resound­ 
ing n igh at his picture, as if he were a raal 
satyr and had escaped out of Theocritus’ idyl*. 
“ You were right With your ic lding,”cried 
Konrad, when at last he got breath. 
“ If is 
shameful how easily I let myself be lad astray. 
But why have you iet such an irresistible 
fellow before my easel?” 
The knight suggested tl ere w;s now only 
one means to get the Helpers iu Distress done 
at tbe right time—tbe painter should come 
with all bis tools to the castle. There were 
there some 
out-of-the way rooms, where 
nothing would distract his attention ; where, 
in quiet and solitude, be could finish the 
pic.ures. Tha painter found the proposal ex­ 
cellent, and hi p:d for the quickest result; 
but he feared to be a burden to his pairon. 
The latter quieted him upon that. He had 
cl erished the plan f r a long time, end had 
everything reedv to carry it out. 
Io fact the 
ward, r had, with much foresight, brought a 
eumpier-mule besides his own nor-re, aud put 
it in tLe tavern stable, (n which the e-sel 
and p. in er’s implements, with he finished 
pictures and empty tablets, were packed. 
So the three left the town the same even­ 
ing, Kourad Lenz aleo on horseback, armed 
with tbs inahLlick instead of a spear. The 
old t quire rede as a fquire behind, leading tbe 
sumpter-mule, which, instead cf shield and 
coat of m ai\ carried the easel and pictures. 
Komad found the kcightly procession so 
exquisite that he wished to sketch it with a 
few strokes before starting ; but the old 
knight pressed, for they had to make a sharp 
ride to reach the castle before dark. 
III. 
K«nrad Lerz awoke next morning at B al­ 
ter: b rg Castle from a m st healthy sleep. Ic 
was already 9 o’clock, and the August euu 
feli w arm on his bed. After be had collected 
his ideas so as to remember where he wss and 
how he came there, he sprang out of bed in 
excellent 
humor. 
He 
was 
exceedingly 
amus-d that tbe knight had packed him np 
‘■odily, in order to make sure that the pict­ 
ures would be finished. 
While drawing on hie clrtfces piece hy 
piece, he ran around tbe room to look at the 
locality more closely, for he had seer, little 
the night before, and bis unquiet spirit did 
not suffer him to finish oie business method­ 
ically before he began i nother. So be slid 
in his stockings to the window aud scru'.in- 
iz;d the view while he fastened his ho*e. To 
be sure there was not much to be seen. A 
hitzh wall, somewhat impertinently near, cut 
ff the horizon. 
Behind it, however, was to 
be seen tbe tcpof a distant w oded mountain 
That must very soon 
be climbed t o ! 
The psinter must previously, by tho way, 
make acquaintance with the ladies of the - 


castle, and get on a friendly footing with 
them ; for the k.right was said to have a 
handsome daughte-, whom he allowed no one 
to see. 
Even if these preliminaries should 
take up a couple of weeks it was of no con­ 
sequence. S ~ Leonard's Day did BOt come 
u-.til the 1st of NcvemVer ; therefore there 
remained still two good moncha’ time for the 
tiresome pictures. 
During these meditations the painter hap­ 
pily managed to get his jerkin_ half on, and 
he now passed iato the spacious hall, his 
future studio, firstling his toilet the while 
There thing* looked rather odd. A fur­ 
nace, with projecting chimney, stood at tho 
w all; near it a email, singularly formed 
stove, crucibles and earthen pots cf all kind*, 
bottles and retorts, on tabus and shelves, 
dusty with age and broken. 
The easel, witfi 
tha pictures and painting tool’, had been put 
down in the midst of all this lumber. 
The painter wonld ju*t draw on his slip­ 
pers in order to spy a little into the adjoining 
room, wheu the master of the house appealed, 
followed by the warder, who brought break­ 
fast. 
They greeted each other civilly, and 
the guest thanked Lis host that he haa quar­ 
t-red him so picturesquely. 
This fan'ast-c 
hall -sp-cisi.y was made for a painter. Quen­ 
tin Meffis himself hi-s not been able to aeco 
rate bis room more ingeniously with agreea­ 
ble, useless thing*. 
He felt almost ioc*ined 
to paint it at once. 
By the way, wonld his 
friendly host tell him what this hearth and 
stove, together with all tha bottles and re­ 
tort», really meant. ? 
Sho.taud c,nc'i3e was the answer of von 
Ha ten be r e : “ My father built this hall for 
au alchemist, who received much gold from 
him, and premised to make a hundred times 
ini-re gold with it. 
But one day the gold 
maker ranawsy, and l.f nothing bthfad him 
bu s>me dirty linen. Thereupon my father 
bad all the windows of thii building strongly 
era-red—as you fee; the doors armed wiib 
heavy lock* and bolts—c >n vince yourself; 
even to securing the chimney from within by 
good iron bars—look up there; to climb up 
the chimney to the roof ie quite impoteibla 
He hoped to catch the golusmilh again, or 
perhaps another, a better one, aud then an­ 
other eecapo would he imposible. 
But the 
old gold-maker did not come back, for be had 
been hanged meanwhile at Es-linsen ; nor 
wss a second to be found. So these r< oms 
had Btood emp’y until now. 
But my father 
did not have bolts and bats made for nothing; 
for n w y. u remain 1-eked in here uolil s i 
tbe Fourteen Helparsia Di tress are finished. 
You «ill not see me gain during the time, 
or, indeed, see anybody except my trusty 
warder, who will be your jailer aud waiter. 
His face will not distract you, You have al­ 
ready painted it, you know. 
Good appetite 
for ycur breakfast.” 
W iihthesa words the old knight left with 
his tervant, who shut the door with extreme 
quickness snd bolted it. 
In vatD Konrad Ler z cried solemn protest 
egainst such deeds of vi lence, first through 
tbe keyhtle, then through tho window : “ I 
am a citizen of the free city ; it will liberate 
and revenge me ! I am of the guild of paint­ 
ers ; they will complain for me to the Em­ 
peror.” In vain ! No one heard him except 
sime sparrows before the window», and they 
fled away much frightened. 
IV. 
Konrad’s resolution was row more than 
ever to let his brush res’, and to use all the 
means he possibly could to break cut, or to 
give h¡8 friends news cf him, that they might 
free him ; but »U attempts failed. 
The place was bright and roomy—not at 
ail jail-like; only the locks and bars were so 
soiid that even 
a 
gold-maker, however 
schooled in knavery, to say noihiug of an in­ 
nocent painter, cr uld hardly get cut. 
The warder did not by any means bring 
ecanty prison fare, but excellent food and the 
best of wine, and provided all comforts. But 
no pirsuaaive art succeeded with the old 
growling bulldog, and so lone as lie was in 
the room an unseen hand held the door closed 
from the outside. 
The rooms lay on tbe ground floor, as they 
should in a dev ids kitchen of an alchemist; 
and the windows opened on a small, ne­ 
glected garder, bounded by a high wali, be­ 
hind which there was a glimpse of a distant 
wooded mountain. Any r.eighb tring part cf 
the cos-ie, or even a human brine, w»s no­ 
where to be seen. 
Thus no Carthusian 
monk was ever mere thoroughly excluded in 
his narrow cell from the worla’s distractions, 
than the artist was in his narrow dwelling. 
After eight days spent in doing nothing but 
scolding about the knigh*, andelightly shaking 
the iron bars, this simple occupation began 
to he too moaclonoua. 
He locked at his 
coarsest brush and said : 
“ If von Haltenberg wiil so coarsely con­ 
strain me to w-.-ik I will serve him with my 
coarsest brush oi ly. 
I have 3hown him hi w 
a free mou can paint. 
Now he shall see how 
a man in fetters pain's!” 
Now he painted on the tablets the remain­ 
ing Helpers in Distress with the coarse brush 
with vast celerity. St. Erasmus, St. George, 
St. Egidiu*, St. Christopher, St. Leonard, 
and !a*t a!sr> St. Katherine. They were 
drawn like gingerbread men, and colored like 
tin a l.iiers. Thereupon he sent the whole 
baten to the knight, with the remark that 
here the gracious lord received his pictures, 
and cow he might restore the painter to lib­ 
erty. But tha ward»r at once brrught the 
pictures back v.it.h the answer that if the 
artist had not alcohol and. put. ice stone to 
wash off the tablets, a speedy horseback n.es- 
sei ger should be sent to town for a supp-ly. 
In high dudgeon Konrad pu-.hed his easel 
to the wiudow to put these doll figures on it, 
and g-t > better light on them, and by the 
sight of them to laugh away his vexation. 
He thought that his work was not quite so 
worthless after ail, inasmuch as he had with 
very good 
bucc bs burlesqued those eve.- 
re&dy artists who print any picture at au 
hour's notic*. Only here and there a prculiar 
bungling Rtroke seemed to be wanting. 
So 
hs took up his brush and pu‘ still more com­ 
ical touches on the caricatures. 
Suddenly a queer feeling came over him, 
that made his fl-sh creep. 
Was he not com 
mitring a sin? He had wished, indeed, in 
the first place, to mock tbe knight; but had 
he not mocked the sa’nts as well ? A master 
of the uid school would certainly not have 
doue that. He would probably have paid off 
the rude knight in his own coin ; but he 
would have paiuted the ssiats, for God’s sake, 
as handsomely as he could. Suppose the 
srints were really angry with him? They 
had released the knight fron the heathen 
prison; n ight they not keep him forever 
ettick fast in the knfiht’s prison ! 
In the midst of these eeif-communings he 
looked up. How astonished he w as! Op­ 
posite the window recess where he sat before 
his east-1, hung a looking-glass, and in the 
glass appeared all at once, qnite bright aud 
clear, the bodily picture of St, Katherine— 
not that St. Katherine whom he had at first 
painted and then scraped i ff ; but the other, 
a handsomer one ; she whom he had wished 
in vain to paint. 
A vision ! Did tbe eaint appear to reprove 
or a.-sist him ? Iu the first icstant tLe fright­ 
ened painter believed it to be an apparition. 
But the lovely raailen-face was entirely too 
earthly, too full ef fresh life for th a t; and 
Konrad Lenz was not a painter of the old 
school; but an enlightened child of the new 
times. 
Tbe eftre hs rallied quickly, kept 
quite stiil and paiuted mechanically on, while 
he looked askancs in the glass. 
Quick as ligh ing he concluded : Accordii g 
to the laws of perspective the original of tbe 
looking-glare picture must be quite near be­ 
hind bis back, standing before the window 
outside watching his work. 
Already on j es- 
terday as he awoke from his noonday nap, 
he thought the same form flitted from the 
window through the garden. 
But, »» he had 
dreamed while slumbering of the beautiful, 
the unknown, he took the fleeting appearance 
tor an echo of hit dream. 
W hat was now to be done ? If be turned 
round ehe might at once rua away. 
The or­ 
dinary rales of intercourse with ladies do not 
hold good with a prisoner. So he sprang 
with a cst-like spring from the ehair, graspo 1 
in half turning through the bars the right 
hand of the maiden, who leaned against the 
wicdow sill, and held it fast. 
The young girl, frightened to death, cried 
out and struggled to he free ; but it was of no 
avail. 
Iu a twinkling the psinter clutched 
her left, and held his captive now with both 
hands. She dared not call for help, for she 
was, rh? krew, on forbidden ground. 
But 
Konrad L olz spoke with great gentleness : 
“ Pardor, noble maider , that I do not let 
you loose before we bava a little talk. For 
weeks I have not been allowed to speak to a 
soul, and I now feel a terrible need r.f hear­ 
ing speech, e pecially out cf so beautiful a 
mouth,” 
But the maiden lamented in a low voice 
that her cariosity had brought her into this 
trap. She had heard in he town that there 
wa* agold-múker locked np here again, and 
she had wished to etpy o: ce how gold was 
made. 
Now, however, she saw that there 
wa no alchemist here, but only the friendly 
wbitewefher who, when she was pew to the 
town, hod shown the way to St. Katherine’s 
Convent, 
At the word “ whitewaaher ” Lenz felt as 
if he hrd been stung by an adder, and invol­ 
untarily lot go of the maiden’s left haud ; but 
the right he held ail the faster, 
“ I am no whitewasher ! ” he prr trdly cried. 
“ I am a painter—a pupil of the exeri-ent 
Christopher Ambergu, who was a pupil of 


tbe unsurpassable Hans Holbein; and so my 
art descends in a direct line, and in two steps, 
from the greatest German master.” 
“ The grandson shows no particular resem- 
b’asce to the grandfather,” raid the maiden 
laughingly, and printed with her left hand to 
the tablet or. which Le z bad just been paint­ 
ing. The latter looked horrifi-.d at tbe coarse, 
mus.-y work—certainly a suspicious evidence 
of his mastership—aid gave a vigorous kick 
to tbe aaeel, so teat the pictura fall over, by 
good luck, bottom side dowr. 
“ I have made the caricatures in a fit of 
auger, because they would compel me to 
paint by locking me up. Tne master of the 
castle has quite otber work f >r my brush, 
which would show you I am no whitewasher. 
Do yuu believe that they would lock me up, 
like a gold-maker, if I could only make the 
caricature whith lies here cn the fl >or ?’’ 
The last reason found favor with the shrewd 
maiden, but the painter hardly heard her 
answer. 
He had been eo long without utter­ 
ing a word that he must make the best of 
this opportunity to talk himself out. 
In the 
uic-st eegeging manner he accused his beauti­ 
ful prisoner of being the cause of his own 
imprieoument, t.nd told Her that th* sight of 
her on their walk to St. Katherine's O nvent 
bad 
so 
excited 
bis 
fancy 
that 
hs 
was 
actually 
obliged 
to 
paint 
her; 
and, in fact, as Si. Katherine, 
But, un­ 
fortunately he had found it i t p -saibie to 
paint her from memory, and therefore the 
Helpers in Distress thst he had been ordered 
to print, had ht-cn delayed so much that 
fiua.iy von Haltenberg had h-cktd him ui> 
here to compulsory labor. 
With artist skil 
he c smbined his incidents s . dex er usly, and 
put iu such high criors, that hi- entbusD-m 
for the Unknown was mt-.de to appears as the 
source of all his miefortun s. 
In beginning his - tory he hold her ha-.d, but 
gradually dropped it without tiaLgsr, fur the 
maiden made no effect to fectpe, but listened 
with interest to the end, 
W ieu, thereupon, 
he tried to press her hand, out t f pure friend­ 
ship, she only made a slight motion to with­ 
draw it. 
She seemed to be really concerned about 
the poor man whom she had eo uc consciously 
brought into trouble. But a light began to 
dawn upon the overjoyel painter. 
The un­ 
known could be no ether than von HaHen- 
berg’s beautiful daught-r, wl.cm the tyrant, 
equally indifferent, to the beauties of nature 
aud art, kept secluded from tbe world. 
Therefore he begged fcer to bteeech her father 
to open the doors of his prison. 
“ That I cannot do,” replied she ; “ nor 
should my father do so. He may treat you 
harshly ; but he does no mors than duty re­ 
quires.” 
“ There we have entirely the child cf the 
old school!” cried the artist. “ A poor psint­ 
er is tortured to death, only to ke- p word to 
the day and hour with ihe saints I” 
F-.r the rest he asked himself whether it 
would not be better if he now remained 
locked up for a few weekB. 
Perhaps tbe girl 
would be induced too me frequently into the 
quiet garden. 
Iuder-d ehe locked very sym­ 
pathetic already. 
Were he eent to town he 
would never Ree her sgaiu ; aud if he wss at 
full liberty in the caetls, ho was afraid that 
the first spring of affection which was opened 
in tho beautiful 
maiden by pity would 
straightway dry up. 
Thereupon be quickly f, rmed a suitable 
p’nu. 
He repveiented to her that he could 
only be free again if he fi tithed the pic ores 
handeomely and put dually. In loir killing 
lc-r.elineet, without even a human voice, it 
was quite impossible for him to accomplish 
this. 
Moreover, he could not restore the 
spoiled St. K s herine uriess he had her beau­ 
tiful features a* a model. She needed only 
to cornu and stand there a few times ; talking, 
and on ihe sly, the pain sing could best be 
done. Casually he acked her if ehe was not 
called K reherir e. 
But her name was Su­ 
sanna 
A t first she objected to ihe proposal, but 
finally gave iu raiher quickly, cs the printer 
thought afterward. 
Her father seemed to 
have raised her as an innocent, pure child of 
nature. 
H -w bad the appearance of this child of 
nature changed our painter I He rej iced in 
his imprisonment, for the would come into 
the garden again next mornirg 
He would 
now painc the Inching s.-iut for the beautiful 
¡Sutanoa’e sake, and cut tc'enliottsly, as one of 
tie old masters woulii have done it for Gou's 
sake. 
Already Lis return to town was a thing not 
to be thought of, without having secured 
Susanna's affeclic n ; or, better still, having 
married he*. 
But litre two diam-tricaily 
opposite ideas occutred to birr. 
E e loved 
Susanna as ardtntly as so giddy a fellow 
could love a girl whom be had twice sceu 
and spoken to, and be wished to win her bc- 
cdu-c he i ,vetl her. 
B.-sides this, he wish-.d 
to win her to punish the father. This was 
hie last trump card. 
Thu old gentlemau had 
outwitted him, end wanted to get tbe pictures 
from him by f tree. Therefore the prisoner 
would now outwit him, and extort from him 
his costliest j we!, his well-seciudeJ daughter.

come re .r the wild gard-r, that the printtr 
mi¿ht remain free from distinction ; so their 
intercourse w;s entirely safe. 
The first days brought warm and clear 
weathrr. tiusni na could stand there for hours 
without taking cold. 
Konrad priDted his 
Katherine very slowly, that it might turn 
out an entire euceeis. In return with Sep­ 
tember carne rain and fog.

Konrad T.ecz lived very happily with bis 
Su-anna; and on their golden wedding the 
ro-y grandchildren adorned with fresh gar- 
iaads ’he sacred house-picture—the other 
tablet of St. Katherine—the wonderful bri­ 
dal pic lure of their grandmother.

THE BISHOP'S TRIAL 


AND IT3 RErULT.

It was a model school. There have been a great 
many attempt*, a fcre-t many failure», but St. 
Theresa's Hall wag a triumphant success, if we are 
to believe Buch credible witnessea aa Bishop Dobell, 
(the founder of the institution), the whole corps of 
teachers, and, when by any accident they happened 
to speak sincerely, tke who’e corps of students also. 
It was such a school the H rv&rd Freshman char* 
acíírizís as a 44 Fem Sem 
in fact, a girls’ school 
and the pride and joy, the hobby, the plaything 
and serious life-object all at once of its founder, the 
Right Reverend the Bishop, Richard Dobell. 
This right reverend gentleman had seen a great 
deal of the world, the planet we inhabit and us in* 
habiting the planet, in a right rev erend way. He 
was deeply fastidious and as deeply Episcopal, too 
sincerely a churchman to permit himself to have 
even a Catholic taste. He was a man of lofty and 
imperious will, aristocratic hauteur, some scholar­ 
ship, wide reading, and benevolent to the extent of 
wishing everybody to be happy, provided they 
-would submit to bo mide happy in his way. He 
was a man of ancestors that eveu traveling English­ 
men of family admitted to be realities; he had a 
library inherited also. He hal a wife, but she was 
dead, and he would not marry again, bearing in 
mind that binding text—probably composed wi.h 
special prophetic reference to him—about what con­ 
stitutes the blameless^ess of Bishops in this respect. 
Po&Jbly, to be sure, his two sons, Stephen and 
Richard, left motherless at ten and twelve years old, 
might have profited by a woman’s wise influence, 
but the book that was Bishop Dobell’s guide in 
every affair in life—as the corps of teachers at St. 
Theresa’s proudly paid—had that little word about 
blámele?saess, and the boys struggled up to 
man’s estate unblessed by home rtudics of the 
e ernal feminine. 
In seeing the world tbfe 
Bishop saw precisely 
that 
part of 
it 
which be had determined in his library, before 
setiiug out upon his travels, that he would see ; in 
a brief experience as- tutor and guide of his sons, 
Stephen and Richard, be '*&me to the decision that 
their characters absolutely required the rougher 
discipline of a 1>oarding-school, and he forthwith 
plunged them into one. So much accomplished, the 
Bishop felt a great project taking shape within hip 
brain. He h d meant to be a bishop from the time 
he was nine years old, when he prayed with such 
poetic fervor, with beautiful brown eves lifted to the 
ce.llng, that his parents and a married sister were 
wont to steal to the door to gaze upon his devotions. 
Among his mates, as a lad, he had been firm and 
proud, givi .g his intended profession with decision 
and self-reliance as a reason from refraining from 
boyish ways and means, which with equal readiness 
he admitted to bo allowable for others. He had 
never been subjected tj taunt or annoyance either 
at school or college, had taken high honors, and 
after ordination passed fr in preferment to prefer­ 
ment, and, at last, ruled supreme, with his spiritual 
kingdom broad based upon the parish will. He was 
popular beyond his wildest dream, revered, quoted, 
consulted, but not Fatiefled. His fixed idea was em­ 
bodied ia the now somewhat cant phrase, “ a life 
work.” 
“ Bishop Dobell’s Sermons in four volumes” had 
been kindly reviewed, judiciously advertised, and 
widely read, but they were not properly a life-work. 
Letters saying, “ Dear sir, your sermous are the 
light of my home,” were impalpable and remote. 
The Bishop wished to rule where he could see his 
subjects’ behavior under the scepter. When the un­ 
easy and rebellious, the quarrelsome and depressed, 
the indebted and in love of bi9 parish came to con­ 
sult him about their dilemmas, he could not feel ab­ 
solutely certaii that they would go forth and fulfill 
his suggestions to the letter a3 he would wish them 
to do. The Bishop should have been a Cardinal of 
the seventeenth century, much as he imagiued that 
he repugned the Romish faith, for so alone could he 
have satisfied his unconscious but all-controlling de­ 
sire for absolute power over the wills of those with 
whom he came in contact. Since however he was a 
Protestant Bishop of the nineteenth century he 
founded a school which he meant should be not 
only a model and a field for his governing talent 
during his lifetime, but should march forever in the 
van of educatioual progre-s, waving always aloft the 
banne” bearing the founder’s name. 
Between a school for boys or for girls the Bishop 
did not hesitate a second. He adored women, he 
was never so happy as when in their society, aud he 
was not the ridiculous ecclesiastical pet of the 
ladies. Since he was fastidious he only cared for 
women of taste, pride, cultivation and intelligence, 
and the beauty which, of one soit or another, 
always accompanies these attribute?. Feminine 
conversation, refinement, attitude, enthusiasm, 
stimulated ail that was highest and brightest in his 
intellect. His ideal of them was so chivalrously ex­ 
alted that, by a c urae similar to the one adopted 
by him on hra European travels, he avoided wiih 
prophetic tact any near knowledge of women who 
could breathe a single cloud upon the white radi­ 
ance of his conception of right womanly being. 
The word ** womanly,” there, in a note upon the 
tastes which would icad a man to found a girls* 
school, is misleading “ Woman os the wife aud 
mother,” and kindred phrases and the mental status 
they indicate, bored the Bishop to extinction. He 
would bow un»! look very grave when medi*>cre mea 
conversed in this strain, aud would change the con­ 
versation as soon as possible, with a quick, uncim- 
fortable side-glance at the speaker, which meant, 
** Feu are oven less one of the elect than I thought.” 
Men of course did not feel it; they pitied the Bishop 
because he was a Bishop and congratulated them­ 
selves that they had probably expressed the views 
an ecclesiastic would like to hear, the correct thing, 
as it were ; but the women who worshiped at the 
Bishop's shrine felt for their “ reverend idol ” uuder 
these trying cL cumstat ces. 
Needless t) state that when he married, Bishop 
Dobell chose a woman simply “ impeccable”—to 
borrow a Gallicism—viewed from the physical, men­ 
tal, moral or esthetic standpoint. She had will, 
courage, pride, strength to love and hate, the gift 
to suffer and the gift to be silent. Did she 'ove the 
Bishop? He thought so, so did she sometimes. 
And did he love her ? Indeed, yes, else why care to 
woo and win ? Yet she died. 
A briliant and impetuous woman said once, when 
marriage was the subject of matron meditation: 
*• It can all be expreseed like this : some women can 
stand it and some can’t !” 
Mr§. Dobell “ stood it” till her sons, Stephen and 
Richard Second, were 12 and 10 years old, and then 
di d, from no apparent illness ; but seme subtle, 
necessary oven-trained fiber seemed to snap in the 
restless brain or fiery heart, and there was no longer 
anv Mrs. Dobell at Riverside. Of the two boys, the 
elder, Stephen, was very like his mother. He had 
her well-opened, luminous, somewhat stormy blue- 
gray eyes and black eyebrows, her fln% well-cut 
contour, chin and lower lip. His head, which was 
unusually well-shaped, seemed small for the full 
throat that supported it. His brother Richard was 
like the Bishop, for whom he was named. He 
was considered the handsomer of the two, though 
all the lines of his face tended to rcundne», 
as all those of Stephen’s to the choicer oval. In 
temperament the boys were as opposite as their 
physiques would indicate. Richard indolent and 
calm where Stephen was sanguine and nervous; 
humorous and equal where the other was bitterly 
witty and moody; comfortably but not demonstra 
tirely affectionate, while his brother was fitfully 
and fiercely passionate. The two rarely clashed, 
however. Richard looked upon Stephen with laugh­ 
ing toleratico, for the fact that he was “ always in a 
stew about something, or in the dumps,” but was 
uneasily conscious of a repressed hostility on 
Stephen’s part toward himself. This arose from two 
causes—Stephen had the light scorn of a bright, in­ 
tuitive intellect for Richard’s mental slowness ; and, 
furthermore, there burned in Stephen’s heart a 
sense of injustice done his mother by his father, a 
sense ail the more inexplicable, and Richard’s re­ 
semblance to his father, and the latter’s marked pre­ 
ference for his youngest born, made the elder feel 
that he WkS avenging his mother’s wrongs in the 
second generation when he asserted his natural and 
primogenital superiority. Stephen’s latent rebellion 
against his father ripened into open quarrel when 
he finally declared his refusal to enter the ministry. 
He had fought against the plan from childhood; 
but it was his father’s cherished tmbition for his 
eldest son, and he meant to coerce him into its ful- 
fi lm^nt.

“ If you aek me honestly, I think I Ehall be a 
journalist,” quoth Stephen. 
His father’s hair rose perfectly erect, bis eyes 
absolutely lightered. 
He tried to speak, but 
language failed. He felt that his feelings were be­ 
coming distinctly un-Kpiscopal, and he hastily left 
the room. 
“ Why do you exasperate him?” said Richard, 
blandly. “ I’d promise to cany a peddler’s pack if 
he said be was bent upon it—just to keep him easy, 
don’t you ses? It’sadoz.-u times more comforta­ 
ble. And, for heaven’s sake, why did you say a 
journalist ? It’s nothing but a newspaper man, when 
4 all’s said and done, and ever since those articles 
about frther and Mrs. Elliott, he baa bated news­ 
papers. You might as well have told him you were 
going to be a Roman Catholic—upon my word, I 
believe he w’ould have taken it better.” 
I find myself transcribing convt.reations in the 
Bishop’s family which interested him but little by 
comparison with bis school, without having dis­ 
tinctly indicated the founding of the school itse f. 
When he had satisfactorily matured his p’ans the 
Bishop built a fair edifica of gray stone after ap­ 
proved architectural models, planted ivy shoots 
about its walls wi b an eye to the picturesque in 
coming years, built it on a river bank with no eye 
to malaria ia any year, named it St. Thtrcsa’s H..J1, 
and evolved, with the aid of wisely drafted 
teachers, a routine for the coming students 
“ Dear children ” these were called, who 
were to be “ ours for feists as well as fa->ts,” the 
Bishop announced, t>y which euphemism was meant 
that there were no Christmas holidays. The rou­ 
tine was devi-ed to keep every moment occupied 
and every moment accounted for. If the Bishop 
really believed that the tender maidens, whose 
minds and souls be purposed fashioning after the 
best models, were indeed potentially a hat he pro­ 
fessed to believe all women, it was a little curious 
that he should have contrived for them to piss every 
hour under the watchful eyes of teachers in whom 
all memory and comprehension of y.uth seemed 
utterly wanting. It is a little problem whether girls 
and boys have the intense sameliness to their in­ 
structors that the latter have to the scholars. The 
teachers’ novel has never been written. It would 
have a remarkable success if it were composed in a 
spirit of candor. There was no tyranny at St. The­ 
resa’s; it was not Dotbegirls’ Hall nor yet Lowood 
The fare was excellent, if the breakfast hour was 
premature, and the only well-founded complaint 
that could have been made would have been at the 
coldness of the chapel. 
To labor may be to pray, as the monkish Latin 
announces, but the Biahop thought it best to do 
both things as the world at large undere’ands them, 
and his chapel was the idol i f his heart. It was a 
little gem of architecture ; neither money nor taste 
had been spared in building ; the stained-glass win­ 
dow was as rich as that which lighted Madeline’s 
apartment iu the Eve of St. Agnes; but since fur­ 
naces and registers would have disfigured the effect 
of the chapel, and a^ the building had been com­ 
pleted iu summer, when it is so hard to believe in 
winter, heating apparatus had been omitted from 
the chapel, and the daily worshipers’ zeal sometimes 
suffered in consrquence. Ihis beautiful little shrine 
was connected with the Hall by a long, dark cor­ 
ridor, on each ride of which were Eituated mu3ic 
rooms where unhappy pianos were duly tortured. 
It also communicated by a small gothic d >onvay and 
graceful porch with the grouids adjoining the 
Bishop’s residence. 
The Bishop did not officiate at the matutinal ser- 
wees. They were conducted by a small, meek, 
modest, married morsel of humanity, who had the 
proud consciousness of being the sole representative 
—always excepting Bishop Dobell himself—of the 
dark sex ever seen by the damsels of St. Theresa’s. 
He it was—little Mr. Brown—who, in reading from 
the Psalms in the chancel, was so overcome at the 
shocking words, “ He taketh no pleasure in the legs 
of a man,” that, with the inspiration of propriety, 
he improvised upon the instant, “ He taketh no 
pleasure in the fair proportions of a man”—a 
periphrasis which has remained celebrated at St. 
Theresa’s to this day. Be it said at once, that there 
was much religion at the Hall; it was used for strin- 
gont discipline, for reward, for employment, for 
stimulus, for literature. A set of Biriiop Dobell’s 
Sermons, iu four volumes, was available for each 
student at any leisure moment. George Herbert’s 
Poems and William Croswell’s were conned by all; 
Coxe’a “ Thoughts ou the Service” were presented 
as the proper thoughts on this subject; Sewell’s 
“ Readings for Every Day in Lent” were accord­ 
ingly diligently read during that season; “ The 
Catechism Analyzed and Proved by Scripture ” was 
the perennial text-book of the Sunday classes. The 
effect of this system was as might have been ex­ 
pected. A school founded by the famous Bishop 
Dobell, when its solid reputation for rigid discipline, 
inexorable routine, a fine corps of teachers, no 
Christmas holidays, no spending money, no men 
within praying distance, aud a most creditable re­ 
ligious element well to the fore—when these facts 
became established to the world as facts, the school 
simply attracted parents in despair to 9end thither 
maidens who were known to ther immediate ci’cle 
of friends as “ hard cases.” Toe tender, pliant and 
sensitive maiden would wither away in so austere 
an atmosphere, and she rarely ap, eared there, or 
withdiew after a short experience; but a class 
of vigorous, brilliant, free-thinking, rebellious 
young women flourished like wild pome­ 
granates at St. Theresa’s ; 
studied, read 
novels, brcke as many rules as they could, aod 
laughed the Bibhop’s idealism to scorn in secret, 
while they voted him a tremendously handsome 
man and coyly hung thtir heads when they met 
him. The redeeming feature of the school was that 
hard study of hard facts was accomplished. The 
religion might be sentimental, but the mathematics 
were intellectual or nothing, and the more«the girls 
eschewed the enforced piety the more pride they 
took in possessing a masculine solidity of knowl­ 
edge. Not that they would ever dare to character­ 
ize the nature of their acquirements as masculine— 
fasts and fea3ts forbid ! Men were to them a horde 
of dangerous, ravening monsters, to be kept at 
bay at all hazards; enemies against which all the 
Facu ty strove with might and mail*, yet enemies in 
s<>rao delicious way not hostile to those who wero 
being defended from their depredations. 
Novels were absolutely forbidden in the school, 
so by some remarkable means, possessed by all 
bodies of the governed, novels of the most rapid 
description fl swished and abounded; not wicked, 
but vulgarly erotic—the Rhoda Broughton, the 
Ooids, the Lawrence novels. During their hasty, 
surreptitious perusal, large bets of equally forbid­ 
den confectionery were pending as to whether “ he 
kissed her on the next page,” or in how many chap­ 
ters. And yet they knew nothing of ki.-ses, cared 
nothing for them, would have remaiued embar­ 
rassed, stammering, s lly or preternaturally grave in 
the presence of any man, gentleman or lout. They 
wondered because they were repressed; they 
were idiotically innocent and splendid students. 
Yes, it must be owned, from the stand­ 
point of cultivation of the sterner side of the 
intellect and actual conduct, the Bishop’s living 
poem, as in his study he liked to call St. Theresa’s, 
was a triumphant success; but whether the “ dear 
children ” were likelv to go forth inti the world em­ 
bodiments of the Bishop’s own feminine ideal was 
^quite a different consideration. Some of them 
might indeed appear to have attained to such per­ 
fectness, for they were by nature, and the school 
system fostered the trait in them, little marvels of 
egregious duplicity. They found it, for instance, to 
their advantage to pretend to be profoundly pene­ 
trated by the religious atmosphere at St. Theresa’s, 
to go into ecstas.es over George Herbert, Lewell, 
Coxe and company, to seem to revere the rules and 
love thtir dear teachers, and inwardly to regard 
these things quite differently. There was always a 
clique of these girls, they were usually pretty and 
precocious, and had been eeut to the Hall to keep 
them from the inevitable ball and theater which 
gape to engulf American girls “ studying at home.” 
At St. Theresa’s they constituted the get called the 
Saints. The young ladies already alluoed to as 
hopelessly insubordinate, irreligious young Ephra- 
ims, joined to idols of novel-reading, rule-breaking 
and impertinent, callow sarcasms in class, were 
known as the Sinners. To be truly a Sinner it was 
necessary to be intellectually brilliant and preca­ 
riously advanced in the matter of classes; to have 
no god but reason, aod Euclid and Coppie were his 
proph¿ts. The Siuners were decidedly lead­ 
ers. The Saints were beloved by tbe Sinr-ers, 
but in quite another sense from the love of the 
teachers, which was also theirs. The Saints being 
ultra-feminir.e hi careful dressing, beauty, geutle- 
ness and duplicitv, as has been said, posed as ob­ 
jects of adoration to the Sinners, who were con­ 
trastingly rude, brilliant, unbelieving and honest, 
therefore somewhat masculine in tone. Each Sin­ 
ner selected a Saint for a planet, and duly revolved 
ah ut her as a satellite. Among themselves the 
Sfnneis were cff-band and friendly,and often united 
in shaking their heads «ver the abysmal depths of 
deceitfulnese, which they discovered in thtir revolu 
iions round their p'anets. Especially did they de- 
flashed Stephen, deflantlv. 
“ What career have you devised for yourself ? » plore the insincerity of the confirmation classes that 
•neered his father. 
J were formed for Raster. 


Fairest and most aiored among the Saints was 
Irene Ramsay—Rena her friends called her. She 
was tall and slight, 18 years old, though she looked 
older, and had the meditative, soulful air of a 
young woman dreaming of things far from 
the sphere of our sorrow. The pensive Nun 
of l’Aliegro, Tennys- n’s dt. Agnes, Shakespeare’9 
Isabella,' 
were 
some 
of 
the characters 
in literature to whom Miss Ramsay was accustomed 
to beiDg compared, and 9he had familiarized herself 
with whatever poem she seemed to embody to her 
admiring friends—they were as often women as 
men—and knowing these productions well, passed 
for being fond of poetry, which in her heart she pro­ 
nounced great rubbish with the same cold emile 
with which she inwardly pronounced her admiring 
friends great fools. Was it her fault that she hid 
large, innocent eyes, and a dainty, pure, beseeching 
face ? Not at all. It was her friends’ fault that they 
could not dlecern that t-he liked the wit and cham­ 
pagne and oysters of the world better than the ser­ 
mous and milk and water. A kind of cold resent­ 
ment curdled in her heart against all the people she 
Knew who so misjudged her. She brooded upon 
what she should do to teach them their mistake. 
She meant to astonish them some day. Meantime 
she was not very clever at her lessons, but was so 
“ sweet,” so “ lovely,” so “ conscientious,” that 
she went near to being the model girl of the mode* 
school. 
The Sinners knew her and the naughtiness of her 
heart, but they lay prostrate in battaiioLS at the 
shrine of her charm. She had come from the whirl 
of ultra fashionable life, and had been plunged into 
St Theresa’s because her physique was not equal to 
her ambition, and the round of gav life was making 
her ill. It was exactly what she was fitted for, how­ 
ever, and having played off all her airs and graces 
and captured, horse, foot and dragoous, every living 
being at the Hall, she was rapidly becoming bored 
to death. 
In happy time- for the fpies always take care of 
the peace of mind rf the Rena Ramsays--Stephen 
and Richard Dobell returned to Riverside, the first 
from H irvard, the latter from a theological sem­ 
inal y. St. Theresa’j fluttered from well-built base­ 
ment to correct belfry. Some really, truly men, 
and the Bishop s sons, therefore probably visible to 
inma'es of their father’s hobby, but when? That 
was a question. 
The fact that the Eishop resided in the village 
promoted that rural spot to the proud eminence of a 
cathedral town, and with the rest of ais building he 
had built a cathedral—always St. Theresa’s—about 
a mile from the school itself; and thither, except on 
rainy Sundays when Mr. Brown officiated in the im­ 
mortal chapel, the Hall girls duly marched, two and 
two, to hear the stately Episcopal sendee, poor 
singing and esthetic sermon from the Bishop. Here 
it was that Stephen and Richard Dobell first dawned 
upon the horizon of the expectant girls. Stephen 
was then twenty four, an athlete and a thinker. His 
free was grave to sternness, his large blue eyes res­ 
olute and direct to boldness. He could not be iu 
any sense a schcol-girl’s ideal, except, perhaps, in 
his dress, which was a la Harvard—that is, in good 
taste and worn well. The girls thought him ‘ cross,'* 
and not handsome. Only Irene Ramsay marked his 
sensitive mouth and delicate chin, his full throat 
and earnest eyes, and knew him for a man to become 
the suffering bond-slave of the woman he loved, 
whom he would ide iize j ast a!i recognition. One 
of the Siuners said he had an intellectual 
face, with a dim feeling of brotherhood to­ 
ward the presence of tome strength beyond 
mere manhood, and Irene smiled gently, thinking 
how* little his intellect would avail hi ji in certain 
contingencies. 
Richard Dobell became the idol of St. Theresa’s ; 
not that the girls ever saw him except at church— 
heaven forefend ! But in chat, in looking at picfc* 
ures, in discussing favorite heroes, Richard's per­ 
sonality somehow' always filled out the shadowy 
ideal. The round, merry lines of his face, his bright 
eyes, his readily smiling mouth, made him in some 
way more human, more possible to giggle and won­ 
der about, more satisfactory to watch and to watch 
for.

In matters of thra kind a little actual ex­ 
perience is worth a great deal of specula­ 
tion, and therefore some account of the 
results of State railway management in 
France is opportune. 
The Paris corre­ 
spondent of the New York 31ratk>n in a 
recent letter gives a resume of a paper hy 
the eminent economist and late M mister of 
Finance in the Freycinet Cabinet, M. Say, 
on the-subject. 
Ths paper of M. Say ap­ 
peared in the Journal des Eeonomistes. The 
account given by him of the condition of 
the French railroad system is not calcu­ 
lated to afford much support to the theory 
of State ownership or management of rail­ 
ways. 
M. Say declares th at “ State man- 
“ agement is a disaster,” and he proceeds 
¡.o prove it. 
He shows th at the most reck­ 
less extravagance and the most wonderful 
lack of judgment have constantly character­ 
ized 
the 
Government railroad 
policy. 
That enormous plans have been proposed 
hy successive 
Ministries, covering the 
oountry with a complete network of lines. 
That a very large proportion of these lines 
have been projected without any reference 
to the demand for them, and consequently 
without any guarantee for profitable em­ 
ployment. T hat successive Ministries hat e 
rivaled one another in this kind of 
ex­ 
travagance, in order to gain popularity by 
promising the people more railroads. That 
the Deputies have got accustomed to help 
themselves by promising railroads to their 
constitnents, just as American 
Congres­ 
sional candidates promise Federal offices. 
That “ every farmer, every im portant man 
“ in a department, asks with the greatest 
“ composure for the line which is most 
“ convenient for him .” 
And everything 
is in confusion. 
Railroads are begun in 
hundred places, and left unfinished. “ The 
“ question of the railways is still in sus- 
“ pense ; immense works are begun every- 
“ where, and nobody knows what will be- 
“ come of the lines which are in ccnatruc- 
“ tion in all the departments.” 
The State line, which it was supposed 
would have been a perfect model of man­ 
agement, and which was to have adopted 
tariffs which were to serve as guides for 
the whole system, “ has proved a cotn- 
“ plete failure.” It does not pay. A deficit 
of forty millions of francs has already 
been created by it, “ and people are ask- 
“ ing themselves what would become of 
“ the dividends of the existing lines not 
“ managed by State officials, if they be- 
“ came the property of the State.” 
A 
very natural and pertinent question uBder 
the circumstances, but surely not at all 
difficult to answer. 
State management, 
instead of being economical, proves to be 
frightfully extravagant. 
In four years the 
net earnings have diminished 20 per cent., 
while the expenses have increased to S4 63 
per cent. 
The result of this kind of offi­ 
cial management is the deficit of forty mill­ 
ions of francs, already spoken of, and it is 
further evident th at under the same sys­ 
tem this deficit must continue to increase 
indefinitely. 
Nor have the French public 
gained in one way what they have lost in 
another. 
I t might have been thought that 
the tariffs of the state railroads at least 
would be satisfactory, but they are not so 
at all. 
The tariffs, which were to be 
models, have been sources of trouble and 
injury and vexation to the public inter­ 
est. 
They were founded upon the prin­ 
ciple of making everything equal, without 
any regard to differences of conditions. 
The result is th at they have produced 
much more barm than good, and that they 
have driven from the state railroads all the 
traffic which could find any other avenue 
of transportation. 
Nevertheless the French Government íb 
committed to an immense network of new 
lines. 
None of them are finished. 
Most 
of them are barely begun. 
But it is al­ 
ready apparent th at they will cost an 
enormous sum, and that when they are 
completed the state will not know what to 
do with half of them, 
M. Say says that 
" a year ago the budget for this plan of 
“ extraordinary work was steadily on the 
“ increase ; from four milliards we arrived 
“ at six milliards, and the pnblic asked 
‘ itself if we Bhould not even attain to 
“ Be ven milliards. 
During the year spent 
"since these prophesies were made, new 
“ acconnts have been rendered, and now it 
“ is no longer a question of seven milliards, 
“ bnt of eight milliards.” 
That is to say, 
a sum nearly double the enormons ransom 
paid to Germany after the late war, is 
pledged for the construction of railroads 
for the control of which the state has al­ 
ready shown itself incompetent. 
M. Say 
warns France th at a period of financial 
trouble is about to open, and that France 
will now enter upon difficulties which must 
tax all her energies for a long time. 
B at 
unless she gets rid of the railroad bnrden 
which threatens to break her back, it is 
difficult to Bee how she can hope to relieve 
herself. 
For if all the new roads are 
finished and put in operation nothing can 
be expected but the more rapid increase of 
the present heavy deficit. 
In fact experience has shown, in the case 
of I ranee, that State ownership and man­ 
agement of railways is impracticable, and 
that it can only aggravate and intensify all 
the evils it is intended to care or alleviate. 
Contrast the systems of France and Eng­ 
land. 
The former has attem pted to pro­ 
tect the public by Governmental interfer­ 
ence, and has failed, and made her rail­ 
roads a confusion and a source of loss to 
the State, 
The latter has judiciously re 
frained from interference with the develop­ 
ment of her railroad system, and the result 
is that her people are served cheaply and 
well by the railroads, and th at with the 
progress of consolidation, which has been 
proved to be one of the normal tendencies 
of transportation,-there has come increased 
responsibility, efficiency, and rapidity of 
tran sit 
The English system is the natural 
one. 
The French system is the artificial 
one. 
So far as American railroads are 
concerned, the lesson to be learned from 
these facts is clear and simple. 
We have 
in this country thus far adopted no system. 
At times we have leaned toward the 
French, at other times toward the English 
methods. 
W hen we have been disposed to 
follow the French, or artificial methods, and 
have attem pted State interference with our 
railroads, the results have invariably been 
unsatisfactory. 
W hen we have applied 
the English principles—that is to say, have 
left the railroads to develop naturally we 
have always had reason to congratulate 
ourselves upon the outcome. 
State owner­ 
ship of railroads is discredited by actual 
experiment. 
Last year the Belgian State 
railroad lost money instead of making a 


revenue. 
The plain truth is that Govern­ 
ments are not capable of performing this 
kind of function, and th at when they try 
they are certain to fail. 
In France the 
trial has been made under far more favor­ 
able conditions than in this country, yet 
the break down, as M. Say shows, has 
been conspicuous and hopeless. 
It is 
scarcely necessary to say th at with ou ' 
political methods state ownership in the 
U nited States would Becessarily involve 
an increase of corruption, from which the 
French republic appears to be at present 
free.

The Ways and Means Committee 
at present seem disposed to act on the 
recommendations of the Tariff Commis­ 
sion, and reduce the tax to 15 per cent.

PASSAGE 
OF 
THE 
PENDLETON 
BILL. 


I t is the ambition of the present rulers 
of Germany to oreate for their country, 
and especially for its capital, a reputation 
which shall make it one of the world’s in­ 
tellectual centers. 
They are not content 
with the weight which belongs to mere 
physical force, and which the strongest 
nation must share with the most untutored 
hordes 
of 
Central 
Asian 
marauders. 
It is sought to make Germany the rival of 
Paris in all th at appertains to Art, and 
Literature, and intellectual development 
generally. 
And to further this purpose 
the German Government has of late been 
spending very considerable sums in enrich­ 
ing the state possessions in art and litera­ 
ture ; as for instance by purchasing the 
Pergamos marbles, and by procuring the 
excavation of the ruins at Hissarlik ; and 
more recently, by securiug the precious 
and almost priceless collection of manu­ 
scripts formerly belonging to the Duke of 
Hamilton’s library. 
The English Govern­ 
ment and people regret too late th at this 
coble and most im portant collection was 
not purchased for the British Museum, 
but few British Ministers would have 
dared w ithout the consent of Parliam ent to 
authorize so large au expenditure, 
The 
German Government paid $750,000 for I 
manuscripts, and it is the opinion of the 
highest authorities that they were a great 
bargain. 
B ut when Germany has accumu­ 
lated at Berlin all the art and literary 
treasures she can gather together, how will 
the desired expansion of her intellectual 
life consist with the inexorable require­ 
ments of her military position? 
She has 
chosen for herself a condition which de­ 
mands for its maintenance incessant vigi­ 
lance. 
She holds her supremacy by the 
sword, and therefore Bhe cannot put off her 
harness. 
And how can a nation hope to 
develop the beat fruits of 
intellectual 
culture while service in the army is the lot 
of every citizen ; while none are allowed to 
shape a career which does not include in­ 
struction in the art of wholesale murder ; 
while the State insists upon branding 
every man with that brand of degeneracy 
and ferocity which inforced military service 
inevitably signifies and implies? The ex­ 
periment is an ambitious one, and the de­ 
sire which animates it is natural and 
praiseworthy. 
B ut there will have to be a 
laying aside of aims and a relaxation of 
the stern rules which for years have 
made all Germany little else than an 
intrenched 
camp, 
before 
the 
best 
results of the new intellectual movement 
can be obtained. 
And it cannot be forgot­ 
ten that the iron policy which has raised 
that country to her present political and 
military eminence has also driven from her 
borders some of her most enlightened and 
energetic children. 
From 1S46 to 1880 not 
less than 3.000,000 Germans emigrated, 
and the majority of them came to the 
U nited States. 
I t is here th at they have 
found the opportunities for peaceful devel­ 
opment which they lacked in their place of 
birth. 
And yet with all the opportunities 
the U nited StateB possess for intellectual 
advancement, it must be confessed that our 
Government and people have thus far 
evinced little or no desire to take advant­ 
age of the peaceful leisure at their dis­ 
posal. 
The German Government spends 
$750,000 upon a single collection of manu­ 
scripts. 
A t W ashington the Congress of 
the United States hesitates to pass a 
bill providing a decent receptacle for the 
national library.

W e are pleased to see that the press gen­ 
erally is waking up to the necessity of de­ 
manding the repeal of the present tariff on 
foreign books, and we are not at all sorry 
that the Book Trade Association of Phila­ 
delphia has recently adopted a formal pro­ 
test against the proposition to reduce the 
tax on books from 25 to 15 per cent. 
The 
Philadelphia Book Trade Association occu­ 
pies a position in this m atter which cannot 
but emphasize the wrong involved in the 
book tariff, while it is eqnally evident that 
the proposal of the Tariff Commission to 
reduce the duty from 25 to 15 per cent, 
does not meet the requirement. 
There 
ought to be no tariff on foreign books. 
Of 
three-fourths of the books published in 
Europe none are reprinted here, so that the 
American public are compelled to pay a 
wholly needless and injurious tax for the 
benefit of those publishers who choose to 
print the ' “-her fourth. 
B ut the 
ra­ 
pacity and shamelessness of the Phila­ 
delphia publishers are phenomenal. 
It 
is not enough 
for 
them th at in the 
absence of au international copyright law 
they can steal and reproduce any foreign 
publication for the bare cost of paper and 
printing. 
They must also be supported by 
a tax which compels every poor scholar 
and professional man in the country to pay 
two prices for all the foreign books he is 
obliged to import. 
The most important 
and therefore the moat urgently needed 
foreign works on science are as a rule never 
reproduced in this country; but for all that 
it is necessary to pay a tariff of 25 per cent, 
upon them, and this is a naked tax upon 
knowledge, the only result of which is to 
plunder poor men. I t is in fact nothing less 
than an outrage, and 15 per cent, ii almost 
as bad as 25 per cent,, because such a re­ 
duction will in practice make little or no 
difference to the importer. 
I t is proposed, 
it is true, to allow books ordered from 
Europe by private individuals for their 
own 
use, 
and 
not for 
sale, 
to 
come 
in 
free, 
and also 
to 
re­ 
duce the prohibitory premium upon all 
foreign books from twenty years to ten ; 
th at is to say, it is proposed that any 
foreign books ten years old may be brought 
in duty free. 
B ut these are still insuffi­ 
cient concessions. 
The American 
pub­ 
lishers enjoy quite sufficient “ protection ” 
in their ability to steal all foreign publica­ 
tions as soon as they issue from the press. 
They ought not further to be allowed to 
plunder the American people, and especial­ 
ly the oL jss of poor students to whom the 
added cost pf foreign books caused by the 
tariff is a very serious burden and grier- 


The Honse has -passed the Pendleton 
Civil Service bill by a majority and with a 
promptness which considerably discredits 
the 
recent 
rumor 
concerning 
alleged 
strenuGUs opposition to the measure in that 
branch of Congress. 
But though the bill 
has thus passed, and though there may be 
no donbt as to the readiness of President 
A rthur to sign it, it would be a mistake to 
conclude that civil service reform would 
follow immediately. 
In fact all that can 
reasonably be expected from this bill is a 
beginning of that reform, and the chief 
cause for congratulation regarding it con­ 
sists in the fact th at when once the new 
departure has been made it will be more 
and more difficult to go back to the old 
spoils system. 
Still it must be understood 
that the scheme which the bill provides is 
apt to te very slow in its operation. 
A 
New York journal has estimated that the 
Pendleton bill will affect about 10,000 
places, and that in filling them by com­ 
petitive 
examinations, 
supposing 
due 
diligence is exercised by the Examining 
Boards, about three years will be con­ 
sumed. 
The Democrats in Congress have 
accepted the biil with so little 
hesi­ 
tation 
th at 
it 
may 
be 
suspected 
they 
do 
not 
anticipate 
a 
very 
great change from its enforcement. 
I t is 
of coarse possible that they have acted in 
the m atter upon a sagacious determination 
of what is for the best interests of their 
party, and perhaps because they realizad 
that if the next Congress was left to do the 
work it never would be done. 
The most 
im portant end to be secured is the elimina 
tion of Congressional patronage from pol­ 
itics. 
If the bill succeeds in effecting that 
it will have done quite as much cn the 
country ought at present to expect. 
If the 
heads of departments are relieved from all 
pressure they can probably be trusted to 
weed ont all incompetent persons who may 
now be in the employ of the Government. 
It is not necessary that men who have 
proved their fitness in the most practical 
way, namely, by actual and long continued 
service, should be made to pass any exam­ 
ination. 
Of course it must be understood 
that the most zealous advocates of civil 
service reform do not claim th at competi­ 
tive examinations are infallible methods of 
selecting the fittest persons for office. 
AH 
th at is clajmed is th at this method makes 
applicants dependent upon their own mer­ 
its, and thus affords greater probability 
of 
their fitness than the recommenda­ 
tions 
of politicians. 
In 
the 
case of 
men 
who 
are 
already 
in 
the 
Gov­ 
ernment 
employ, 
and 
who 
have 
demonstrated their competency, it would 
be folly to subject them to examination. 
For they have learned how to do their 
work, and they are doing it as well no 
donbt as anyone could do it. 
If Senators 
and Congressmen are relieved from the 
pressing importunities of office-seekers by 
the new bill, and if heads of departments 
are enabled by it to dismiss incompetent 
clerks without having to dread the enmity 
of politicians, a very decided step forward 
will have been made, and when the country 
has once comprehended the significance of 
the reform, and its extent, there will be no 
danger of a relapse. 
It is alto evident that 
the enactment of such a measure must have 
a tendency to retire from political careers 
a great many of the old school of “ work­ 
ers,” and to encourage to enter the same 
career a great many men of a much higher 
class, who have hitherto been excluded 
from public life through the operation of 
the “ machine.” 


pelB him to abstain from work on th at day. 
The conclusion is th a t the law discrimi­ 
nates nnjustly 
against 
the Jews, and 
though it does not seem to have been sug­ 
gested, it appears to us th at they have a 
right under the circumstance to claim the 
protection of the Fourteenth Amendment, 
with which, if there is any meaning in 
the language, the new code certainly con­ 
flicts. 
For it is evident th at if a certain 
classof citizens are virtually prohibited from 
working more than five days in the week, 
they are thereby placed at a distinct disad­ 
vantage, and that they are in fact deprived 
of that freedom which is guaranteed to 
them by the United States Constitution. 
Nor can it be pretended that ucder the dis­ 
guise of a police regulation any State has 
the authority thus to discriminate against 
a particular class or sect. 
And it may 
plausibly be claimed also that such a law 
operates, in regard to the Jews, as an in 
terference with their religioD, inasmuch as 
one effect of it must be to subject them to 
a pressure calculated to make them violate 
their religious injunctions, and keep their 
stores open on Saturday. 
The law iu effect 
puts them in such a position that they are 
compelled to 
choose between violating 
their religion, or being handicapped in 
their competition w ith their fellow-citi­ 
zens. But to impose such alternatives upon 
a certain class is clearly unjust and in­ 
equitable. 
I t cannot be necessary to do 
this, and in fact no tangible benefit can be 
shown to accrue to the community from 
the law. 
We are of opinion that the Jews 
have it in their power to invalidate the 
new code, or at least that part of it which 
discriminates so odiously against them,

AW KW ARD 
FIGU RES. 


The old allegation that protection keeps 
up wages has recently received a back­ 
handed staggering blow from the Consular 
reports which used to be “ cooked ” in 
the interest of the tariff. 
These show that 
the Free Trade cotton-mill operatives of 
England obtain a higher average annual 
wage than the “ protected ” cotton-mill op­ 
eratives of the United States. 
The census 
reports also furnish another very embar­ 
rassing fact, which is that American wages 
in the unprotected industries are higher, by 
nearly fifty per cent., on the average, than 
those in the protected ones. 
Thus the 
average annual wages of the English cotton 
operatives is $250 35, while the American 
cotton workers average only $245 93 each. 
Here, then, is a square comparison between 
wageB under Free Trade and Protection in 
the same kind of occupation, and it demon­ 
strates, w hat the advocates of Free Trade 
claim, that Protection does not keep up or 
raise wages at all, and that under it they 
are liable to be lower even than ucder Free 
Trade. 
The truth is that all the advan­ 
tages of Protection are enjoyed by the 
manufacturers 
alone, 
and 
that 
the 
working classes are both directly and indi­ 
rectly injured by it. 
In the case cited it 
must be borne in mind that the parchas 
ing power of the American wages is not so 
high as th at of the English, because the 
American workmen have to contribute 
their share of the involuntary taxation 
which the tariff wrings from the people in 
order to bolster up favored manufactures. 
W hat becomes of the “ pauper labor” 
cant, before these facta ? The fact is that 
Protection is making paupers of the Amer­ 
ican working classes, and th a t it is also 
preventing our manufacturers from com­ 
peting with England in the world’» m ar­ 
kets, I t takes the workingmen and women 
of the United States a long time to under­ 
stand their own interests, but they will be 
educated one of these days, and then Pro­ 
tection will go down by the run, despite 
the efforts of all the Tariff Commissions 
th at can be got together.

NOTES CONCERNING MEMBERS OF 


HEW LEGISLATURE. 
TH E 


Candidates and Contests—State Officers 
and Their Appointments—The 
Inauguration—Notes. 


The State Legislature is about to meet, 
but we do not propose to waste time in of­ 
fering it any advice at present. 
W hen it 
gets shaken into shape, and has come to 
feel its own general tendencies, and has 
marked out a programme to some extent, 
it will be time enough to make sugges­ 
tions. 
I t is largely Democratic in both 
Chambers this year, but we may say 
frankly th a tit is none the less likely toraake 
a good record for itself. 
Experience has 
proved th at in California, at least, party 
complexion makes little or no difference in 
the course of a Legislature. 
That course 
usually depends largely upon the charac­ 
ter of a few positive and energetic men 
who push themselves to the front, and who 
become practically theleaders of both houses. 
Who the leading members will be this 
year remains to be seeD, but there is no 
ground for supposing th at they will be less 
capable 
or 
less 
honest 
than 
the 
general run. 
In the Assembly a great 
deal 
always depends 
npon the choice 
of 
Speaker, 
and 
members 
should 
bear this in mind. 
A Speaker should 
be 
not 
merely 
a 
good 
Parliamenta­ 
rian, but a man of more than ordinary 
coolness and self-possession, quick 
and 
safe of judgment, suave and courteous of 
manner, and firm. 
Ho must have charac­ 
ter enough to control the body over which 
be presides, to facilitate the dispatch of 
business, to prevent unseemly bickerings, 
and to decide difficult points cf order so 
equitably as to carry the Assembly with 
him. 
A really good Speaker is able to 
utilize a short session to the utmost, while 
a poor Speaker will contrive to fritter away 
a long one w ithout effecting much. 
The 
comiDg 
session will 
be occupied with 
several im portant and by no means easy 
questions, but they may all be settled 
satisfactorily if the will to do so is present. 


ILLITERA CY . 


The Ust census shows a numerical in­ 
crease of halt a million in the class who 
cannot write. 
The illiterate element alto­ 
gether numbered in 1SS0 not less than 
twelve and a half millions, or very nearly 
twenty-five per cent, of the entire nation. 
The Commissioner of Eiucation in his last 
report says th at the present agencies for 
grappling with the problem of illiteracy 
are overtaxed, and that the General Gov­ 
ernment alone can meet the emergency by 
helping the States to extend these agen­ 
cies. The danger from illiteracy at present 
is due mainly to the haste with which 
ignorant and unlit persons are made citi­ 
zens, In the second generations the schools 
get hold of the naturalizad citizens, and 
lick them into shape. 
But the stream of 
immigration is constantly pouring into the 
political 
reservoir 
a large element of 
foreign ignorance, aud this element consti­ 
tutes the chief support of demagogues, and 
the chief menace to republican institu­ 
tions. 
If naturalization were made less 
easy the existing public school system 
would probably suffice to solve the prob­ 
lem of illiteracy.

"ized by the Secretary of W ar as not, 
“ in his opinion, ench as would be benefited 
“ by the expenditure of the sums appro­ 
p r ia te d ,” is the following:

“ mento river, $250,000.” 
W e are at i 
loss to understand the meaning of the as­ 
sertion th at the Sacramento river would 
not be benefited by the appropriation made. 
There is not another river in the United 
States which more urgently stands in need 
of Congressional assistance and improve­ 
ment, a n l it has we should have thought 
been sufficiently demonstrated by the Gov­ 
ernm ent’s own engineers th at every dollar 
of the sum named could have been ex­ 
pended upon it with the utm ost advantage. 
The Secretary of W ar does not appear to 
have examined this subject with sufficient 
attention, or else he has been misled by 
incorrect information.

R e c o rd -U s io n : W ith the best of 
will to evolve the true facts relating to Major 
Bender’* observations of the recent transit 
of Venas, December 6th last, and which I 
adverted to at length in the R e c o rd -U n io s 
of tbe 16'.h n i t , I find an inadvertent error 
was made in misquoting 3i. for 30s.

first worked out War hi eg ton longitude 77° 
b' 1.8', and Greenwich tim e 5h. 8-n. 12.12i, 
which I see is confirmed by the difference or 
time in the American Nautical Almanac for 
the four contacts - f Veuus at the late transit. 
Then taking Professor Davidson’s observatory 
as 122° 25' 41', gave me 8n. 9m. 42.7s Green­ 
wich time, and the difference from W ashing­ 
ton of 3ii. lm .

W ith an 
orchestra of sixty pieces he proposes to 
give Beethoven’s “ Heroic Symphony,” 
composed in honor of Napoleon, selections 
from Wagner’s new opera, “ Parsifal,” and 
the ride of the Valkyrias, from Wagner's 
41 Niebelnngen,” so wild and impetuous 
that it seems like the “ music that makes 
mad ” which beat in the ears Swinburne’s 
Thalassius, compelling him to guide his 
panther car " what way the music bade.” 
AN ORGAN FACTORY. 
Tuesday I went to visit an organ factory, 
»u.‘iily remote from the business centers, 
to speak mildly. We came quite to the 
foot of some suave green hills, with a scarf 
of snow thrown negligently on their breast, 
stud after some interested exploring among 
detached tin-shops, we discovered the 
building we songht. A small organ was 
being repaired in the outer room ; in the 
ntxt, more of a work room, was a voicer— 
-that is, an organ consisting merely of wind- 
chest, bellows and keys, whereon newly- 
made pipes are applied and brought to the 
proper sonnd and pitch. A pile of graded 
square wooden pipes lay on a bench. 
Tney were made of cedar brought from 
British Columbia. A small apace at the 
base is boxed in for a reservoir of air, and 
some delicate scratches on the edge met 
by similar indentations in the cap that 
covers the reservoir constitute the voicing 
of the pipes, and are the most important 
process in an organ’s construction. As the 
workman picked np and blew upon several 
of the wooden pipes as one does upon a 
whistle, the sound was 
PECULIAR AND MELLOW. 
The factory had just finished an immense 
organ, of which the firm was proud. It 
was erected in St. Francis’ Roman Catho­ 
lic C hurch, and was being adjusted. St. 
Francis’ was exactly at the other end of 
town, bnt we were upon organs intent, and, 
nothing daunted, crossed the city, and “ by 
St. Francis’ Church and Francis, too,” 
we were repaid for our voyagings. The 
church is gothic, and very pretty. It was 
rapidly growing dark, and the Christmas 
evergreens were still up, wound round the 
pillars, while the little red lights before 
the two principal shrines twired—the word 
is obsolete, but expressive—and a more 
aggressive gaslight glared in the choir, to­ 
ward which we lifted our desirous eyes. 
Besides the great new organ to give 
pietnresquenesa to the view, there was an 
old priest leaning over the railings—a priest 
with wide-open gray eyes, and wearing a 
velvet cap mitre-shaped. After a few 
preliminary inquiries we climbed up the 
winding stairway, and found ourselves in 
the midst of much carpenter work. Then 
we went inside of the organ itself, up a 
“ CHICKEN LADDER,” 
Aud in among the pipes and trackers. It 
seemed a very large instrument to our 
provincial inexporiencé. 
“ Twenty-eight 
8tops, beside the mechanical ones,” sound­ 
ed numeions when they said it, and that 
one atop shonld control seventy of the 
graduated cornucopia tin pipea, as was the 
case with one, gave an idea of a strong full 
swell. The forest of tin pipes was attract­ 
ive from the leopard spotting upon them of 
the lead, which the organ builder explained 
was cast with the block tin of which the 
pipes are made. It was a mottling like 
lustreless upon polished silver. Behind us 
was the cluster of the wooden pipes, and 
quite at the back the great basses, like—it 
is very irreverent to music—but they were 
very like troughs or sewers set on end. 
“ It is s wonderful instrument,” we all 
said, with an intense originality pathetic 
in its unanimity. “ It is the King,” said 
the old organ-maker with simple convic­ 
tion. We took a look at the compara­ 
tively 
SMALL CRANK 
That was to make the great creature 
breathe, and the composer said, “ Fancy 
how its lungs must be weighted,” for we 
recalled the stones and bricks that were 
heaped on the bellows of the small organ 
that was taken apart for repair at the fac­ 


tory, and how the workman had said, 
“ Without that resistance you could get 
no music from the keys at all,'’ and then he 
had said that a good organ, without re- I 
markable architecture either, cost five1 
thousand dollars. The church was entirely 
dark when we turned to go ; dark except 
for the little glimmer at the Bhrines; but as 
we came down stairs we saw several men 
and women praying in the pews. We went 
out into the open air, and over a little 
F.ench restaurant saw the tricolor at half­ 
mast. 
“ Gambettais dead!” we said.

There were eighty-seven boys and 
peveoty-two girls in the Industrial School 
on December 31st. 
A verdict of accidental death has been 
readered in the case of C-aus Petersen, 
found on the wharf with a fractured skull. 
The annual election of the Chamber of 
Commerce will bo held on the 9th. The 
regular ticket is headed by the name of 
Horace Davis for President. 
Thomas L. Cazneau, Deputy Supervisor 
of Elections, has been arrested for perjury, 
in swearing that he lest his commission. It 
is claimed he sold it for thirty dollars. 
It has been decided by the French resi­ 
dents to hold funeral services to the 
memory of Gambetta, the dead statesman, 
on Sunday afternoon, in the Grand Opera 
House, 
The first shipment of the new gold cer­ 
tificates was received Friday, being $2,100.­ 
000, in denominations of $1.000 and $20. 
Some $13,000.000 more arc to follow, of 
various denominations. 
Upwards of $700,000 in coin, bullion and 
currency, wae shipped from San Francisco, 
through regular mercantile channels, in ' 
December, 1882. 
This is the largest 
amount since last August. 
C. H. Warner has filed with the Board 
of Supervisors a statement concerning an 
artesian well built by h'm at a cost rf $2,­ 
000, from which he supplies water for his 
own use and that of his tenants. 
Times are now better in nearly every 
portion of California than they are in San 
Francisco, and they are now better here 
than they have been for years, Basiness 
men are nearly all making money, and a 
large part of their surplus has gone into 
real estate within the past year. 
John Center has, it is reported, con­ 
tracted to supply with artesian water the 
Southern Pacific rolling stock for $400 per 
month. About 500,000 gallons per day 
will be required. A brick cistern, 25 feet 
in diameter and 30 feet deep, has been 
built within a block of the railroad repair 
shops. A water tower with two tanks, 
holding 140,000 gallons, will be erected. 
On the steamer City of Rio Janeiro, that 
came into port a few days age from Pan­ 
ama, were six Chinese passengers. Five of 
these are merchants from Peru, with their 
wives and families, on their way to China. 
Two only wanted to land, and they were 
allowed to come ashore on furnishing suffi­ 
cient evidence of their identity. 
The 
other one of them was a laborer, and pre­ 
sented a passport that allowed him to land, 
Tuesday evening four cattle-dri vers were 
ridiDg in pairs along Railroad avenue, 
South San Fraucieco. It seems that to 
each party was suggested at the same mo­ 
ment the idea of a race ; so they spurred 
their horseB along, being unable to see any 
obstacle on account of the fog, which was 
very thick. Finally the two parties dashed 
into each other, the riders being thrown 
from their saddles and fearfully bruised, 
while two of their horses were killed out­ 
right and lay on the railroad bridge for 
some time, impeding travel.

Willows has got a skating-rink. 
The Calaveras Railroad ia progressing. 
Reno, Nev., is trying to get rid of its 
tramps. 
Sleighing is reported fine at Eureka, 
Nevada. 
Malarial fever is reported widespread in 
San Bernardino. 
Orland has too small a school-house for 
its number of children. 
The pipe for irrigating water at Ontario 
is now being laid dowu. 
Money enough ha3 been promised to 
make the mill enterprise a success at Wil­ 
lows. 
Thirty thousand boxes of oranges will be 
the product of the orchards of the Santa 
Ana valley the present season. 
While boring a well on Mrs. W illis’ 
place, at Mid rone, not long ago, a large 
vein of the very saltiest water was 
opened. 
Saturday evening at Stockton two young 
men hired a boat at Fred Berryman’s ark, 
in McCloud’s Lake, to go hunting in the 
tules the following day. Since then they 
have not been heard from, and the boat 
cannot be found. 
The largest gang-saw on the Pacific 
coast, and probably in the world, will 
soon be set up at Tacoma, W. T. It has 
a weight of twenty-five tons and a capacity 
of 100,000 feet of one-inch boards per day. 
The crauk-shaft to the gang is of steel and 
eleven inches in diameter. 
Toe Journal says : It is not saying too 
much when we affirm that Wiliows has 
grown more rapidly than any town in the 
interior of the State, and we can further 
say truthfully that there is no town or 
city in northern California that enjoys 
such robust health in a business point of 
view. 
A miner at the Albion reduction works, 
Eureka, Nev., became so stimulated from 
inhaling carbonic acid gas, mixed with 
lead fumes, while repairing one of the tun­ 
nel fume escapes, that had he not been 
immediately secured he would have killed 
three men, standing near him, with a sledge 
hammer which he snatched in his mad fit. 
The Miles City, M. T., Journal says’: 
It is generally supposed the name of the 
“ BanaaaBelt” was given to the country 
traversed by the Northern Pacific Railroad 
by Jay Cooke ; but the fact is an English 
hunting party passed through this country 
twenty years ago, and wbeu in a hut on 
the Yellowstone they found a hunter with 
a well-filled belt of ammunition. The hun­ 
ter called it a banana belt. " The story was 
told as a joke on their return to Jay Cooke, 
who has since then always believed that 
bananas grew in this country. 
In Como District, Nevada, there ia a 
mining claim which was located several 
months ago by the Ely sisters, aged 16 and 
14, and named the Woodbine and Daffodil. 
These young ladies, who are personally very 
attractive, are at work developing their 
claim, in the value of which they have 
great confidence. Like all prospectors, 
they look upon their property as the com­ 
ing rival of the Consolidated Virginia and 
California bonanza. They already have 
sunk a shaft eight feet deep and twelve by 
six feet in size, doing all the work with their 
own hands—and picks and shovels—in 
hard-picking ground.

813MAL SERVICE AMD CIVIL SERVICE, 
Eds. R icord-U sion : Noticing in your 
telegraphic columns a few days ago that a 
bill has been introduced in Congrese to de­ 
tach the weatber branch of the Signal Ser­ 
vice from the War Department to that of 
the Interior, permit me to say in behalf of 
myself and quite a number of tli9 Signal 
Service men, thct they wonld prefer it re­ 
maining where it now is. There has beea 
much talk about civil service reform, or in 
other words, the retention of a man or pub­ 
lic servant who performs his duties properly 
and satisfactorily to those to whom be ia di­ 
rectly responsible for the perfoi manee of the 
duties allotted to him. I clsim that the 
weacher branch of the Signal Service is a 
gennioe civil service. An applicant must pass 
both a mental and physical examination be­ 
fore he can become a member of the Signal 
Corps He is not asked what his religion or 
his politics are ; his recommendation as to 
his general character must be given by per­ 
sons who are known at the Signal Service De­ 
partment. The applicant’s examination prov­ 
ing satisfactory to the examining officer, he is 
enlisted into the Signal Service branch of the 
United States army for five years. An ap­ 
prenticeship must be Berved by the applicant 
at the Signal Service school of instruction 
near Washington, D. C., which requires from 
four to six months of constant study and 
practice. After his course of studies be must 
go before another Board of examining officers. 
If he passes the final examination he is then 
placed upon the list of waiting observers ; if 
not, he is discharged from the service as being 
unfit for the performance of the duties 
required. 
During his term of waiting 
he must continue theumrssof meteorological 
studies. When a vacancy occurs on a station, 
the senior observer sergeant is ordered to 
take charge of said station, where he is gen­ 
erally retained for a long period of time, 
unless the exigencies of the service require his 
transfer t; some other station, in which case 
he ia relieved by a member of the signal 
corps, and leaves for his new station. An 
observer, if sick, has his medical bills payed ; 
his own pay of course is not atopped 
daring his 
sickness. 
If during his 
term 
of 
service 
he 
becomes 
an 
invalid and unfit for duty, he is discharged 
from the service on a surge ;n’s certificate of 
disability, and draws a small pension from 
the Government. If he dies he is buried 
by the United States authorities. If he 
leaves a wife and children she draws a certain 
amount as long as she remains single, and bo 
much for each child until it arrives at a cer­ 
tain age. 
And last, but 
not least 
by any mean1-, is the amount retained 
from each observer’s monthly pay, which sum 
is not paid until the end of his five years, or 
when he is discharged. Therefore when a 
member of the Signal Corps leaves the ser­ 
vice at the end of his term he receives several 
hundred dollars in cash. Furthermore, each 
member of the service has the privilege of re- 
turniog into the service of the Sigmd Corps 
at the expiration of each term of service, in 
preference to an uninstructed man. It would 
be rather uncharitable to turn a man adrift 
afttr he had served the best part of his 
life in the continuous performance of his 
duties. The salary is not so great 
as to enable an observer to lay by much, if 
any, forja rainy day. If he does lay up any­ 
thing, it is b7 the practice cf the moit rigid 
economy known, otherwise he leaves the eer- 
vice paDniles?. The cinstant changing of 
men trcra one station to another takes all the 
loose change, if any has been saved, making 
hie bank account a thirg of^the past, while 
the-little home cimforts he may have gath­ 
ered aronnd him must be sacrificed for a mere 
song to the rapacious second-hand dealer. 
Upon his arrival at his new post of duty he 
must repeat the same thing, that is, buying 
at high prices the absolute necessaries for his 
own comfort. Another good thing in our 
service is that a man must not run in debt 
bey ond what he can pay at any one time. If 
he does so he is discharged from the service. 
It looks to me as though the weather branch 
of the Signal Service cornea nearer beiog a 
genuine Civil Service than any other clerical 
branch of the Government.

THAT BEEFSTEAK. 
It requires courage in the light of knowl­ 
edge, and almost daily experience, for one 
to assert that there is no reason why every 
beefsteak that is put on the table should 
not, so far as cooking is concerned, ap­ 
proach the ideal Bteak. 
“ Subscriber” 
writes far from Louisiana to know how his 
cook may be instructed to give him a good 
beefsteak. A member of my own family 
has brought the cooking of this article of 
food to what we consider perfection. The 
first requirement is not so much a tender 
aud juicy steak, though this is always to 
be devoutly desired, but a glowing bed of 
coals, a wire gridiron, a stout one, with 
good-sized wires, a double one, so that you 
can turn the steak without touching it. 
The steak should not be pounded, only in 
extreme cases, when it is cut too thick and 
is * ‘ stringy. ” 
Attempt nothing else when 
cooking the steak ; have everything else 
ready for the table ; the potatoes and vege­ 
tables all in their respective dishes in the 
warming closet or oven, with the door left 
open a little way. 
From ten minutes on­ 
ward is needed to cook the steak. The time 
must depend on the size, and you can easily 
tell by the color of the gravy which runs 
from the steak, when gently pressed with a 
knife, as to its condition. If the master 
of the house likes it “ rare done,” when 
there is a suspicion of brown gravy with 
the red, it will be safe to infer that it is 
done enough for him ; if, as is generally 
the case, the next stage is the favorite 
one, remove the steak from the gridiron 
the instant the gravy is wholly of a light 
brown. Remove it to a hot platter, pep­ 
per and salt it to suit your taste, put on 
small lumps of butter, and then for two 
brief moments cover it with a hot plate, 
the two moments being sufficient to carry 
it to the table. One absolutely essential 
factor in the preparation of a good beef­ 
steak is that it must be served at once. 
If “ Subscriber” can impress it upon his 
cook that she is not to let the steak stand 
and steam while she is doing other 
things, he will be likely to receive his re­ 
ward for so doffig.

HANDWRITING OF FAMOUS MEN. 


COMMERCIAL. 


Sometimes half-a-dozen engravers are en­ 
gaged in rendering an artist’s drawing ot a 
single subject, which, when finished, pre­ 
sents to the unpractised eye one uniform 
style. Nevertheless, a practised eye can 
discover where each individual engraver’s 
work leaves off and where that of every 
one of the rest begins. In handwriting, as 
in other arts and in literature, “ the style 
is the man.” For all that, the evidence of 
handwriting, aa of style generally, is not 
to be relied on when men’s lives and liber­ 
ty are at stake. Still lees can character be 
judged from handwriting. 
Brave men 
may perpetrate a timid scrawl, generous 
and high-minded men may write a mean 
band, and cowards produce a bold and 
flowing script. Porson, the great Greek 
scholar, among the untidiest of students, 
wrote neatly and elegantly. Cromwell’s 
writing, thongh large, is shaky. Shake­ 
speare’s signature is not particularly clear. 
Napoieon Bonaparte wrote illegibly, it is 
said purposely, to hide his bad spelling. 
Tne handwriting of the tortuous-minded 
Charles I. is as clear and striking as that 
of Thomas Cirlyle is crabbed and indis­ 
tinct. On the other hand Queen Eliza­ 
beth’s writing is magnificent. 
Edgar 
Allen Poe wrote beautifully, and with 
scarcely an erasure; whereas the manu­ 
scripts of Charles Dickens, to be seen in 
the Forster collection at South Kensing­ 
ton, are rugged and full of alterations and 
emendations. 
Many men write large or 
small, in characters boldly or weakly 
formed, according to their humor of the 
moment. Again, handwriting depends for 
its style on the echcol in which it is taught 
and the purpose to which it ia applied. 
The manuscript of Byron, of Thomas 
Campbell, and of Thackeray, may be called 
the literary hand. It is uniform in color, 
small, and fairly legible, but without a 
superabundant curve or flourish. 
The 
great mass of “ copy ” which passes through 
the hands of a modern printer is more or 
less of the same character. A commercial 
hand, as it is called, is something quite 
different. Given an envelope addressed by 
a city clerk, and one from the hand of a 
University professor, and it is well-nigh 
certain that the former will be more dis­ 
tinguished for elegauce and clearness than 
the latter. Again, the writing of the ruB- 
tic and uncultured class is so much alike 
as to defy differentiation. All this goes to 
prove that the evidence of experts must be 
taken with the proverbial grain of salt.

WORK YET TO BE DONB. 
Oje of our most intelligent and experi­ 
enced sanitary experts has the following 
sensible say in a private letter—so sensible 
and valuable that we copy entire : Despite 
all the agitation of late years, it is amazing 
how much yet remains to be done in the 
line of sanitary work. When after four 
years spent in recommending sanitary re­ 
form I began the practical work of remedy­ 
ing bad drainage and plumbing, I had to 
confess astonishment at the small re­ 
sults that have been accomplished in the 
way of improvement. 
The aewer-gas 
scare, dating from before 1876; the two 
outbreaks of yellow fever at the South ; 
the diffusion of official health documents ; 
the publication of sanitary periodicals and 
books, with the wide dissemination of in­ 
formation by the press and ou the lecture 
platform—all seem as but a drop in the 
bucket, in view of what yet remains to be 
done. We have scotched the snake, not 
killed it, and the ground has been barely 
scratched for the Beed of reform. We need 
to start a sanitary boom, and ought to 
make household hygiene as popular and at­ 
tractive as household decoration. People 
sbonld be impelled to search out antique 
nuisances and the sources of old-fashioned 
contagion with as much ardor as they now 
track “ grandfathers’ clocks” and carved 
oaken sidt-boards, We already see one good 
result of the art decoration fever, in the 
taste for bare floors and hard-finished walls. 
A sanguine man may have faith that in 
time a healthy house will be as much ad­ 
mired as an artistic one, aud that even 
bric-a-bric may pale in glory before perfect 
plumbing and ventilation. The character 
of oar people is such, and the condition of 
our climate so different, that we cannot 
always follow foreign experience in sanitary 
matters. Hence it is vitally important to 
study local conditions and requirements, and 
at least take the first step toward practical 
success by employing only men of compe­ 
tency in supervising sanitary work.—[The 
American Plumber.
